It is distributed to members and staff of the General 
Assembly, state and local government officials, and members of the news media 
to help them understand pending legislation and follow the progress of that 
legislation. This is one of the ways The University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill attempts to serve the citizens and government officials of North 
Carolina. Other activities of the Institute of Government include the publica- 
tion of the quarterly magazine, Popular Government, and manuals and bulletins 
for state and local government officials; the holding of courses and conferences 
for citizens and government officials; and consultation with government officials 
on specific problems. Over the years, the Institute has provided research support 

for numerous state and local government study commissions. 

8 The Daily Bulletin is easy to use once one becomes familiar with it. Each 
issue contains, in order, summaries of House and Senate public bills introduced, 
summaries of House and Senate local bills introduced, and summaries of amendments, 
committee substitutes, and conference reports adopted in the House and Senate; and 
the white pages contain a list of all floor actions that took place on bills that 
day. The list of floor actions is reproduced from information entered in a computer- 
based bill status and history system, maintained by the Institute and the Legislative 
Services Office with the cooperation of the Office of State Management Systems of 
the Department of Administration. The list of actions contains symbols to indicate 
which bills that have been ratified, which have failed, and the dates of any earlier 
changes to a bill. 

Unfortunately, it is not possible to provide copies of the Daily Bulletin 
to all state and local government officials who might be interested in the activities 
of the General Assembly because of the high cost of printing and distribution and 
the limits on the production capacities of our staff and equipment. Distribution 
is therefore made to those who seem most in need of this kind of information and 
who are in a position to pass the information on to others. We urge that those 
governmental officials who receive the Daily Bulletin will not look upon it as a 
personal copy but will see that it is made available to other officials who might 
be interested. The Daily Bulletin is sold by commercial subscription to interested 
private citizens and groups. It is copyrighted, and may not be reproduced in whole 
or part without written permission.

SUMMARY OF REMARKS OF LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR JAMES C. GREEN 


The Lieutenant Governor addressed the Senate in its opening session today. 
In his remarks, he stressed the need to preserve North Carolina quality of life 
and yet operate within existing resources. He expressed the challenge to the 
Senate in 1981 as the opportunity to work harder, work smarter, and to make its 
work more productive. He reminded each member of the responsibility to dis- 
tinguish between that which is necessary and that which is merely desirable. 
While predicting that money will be available for important programs necessary 
to less fortunate North Carolinians, the Lieutenant Governor said that all 
programs -- new and old -- must be examined for duplication, waste, or top- 
heavy administration. 

Quoting Thomas Jefferson, who said, "It is necessary to give as well as 
take in a government like ours'', Lieutenant Governor Green emphasized the 
necessity for cooperation and communication to establish priorities for making 
North Carolina reach its attainable future. He pointed out that if governing 
officials do not do their jobs right, the citizens of North Carolina will be 
the losers, not the legislative or executive branches. 

Challenging the Senators to be responsible and good governors, the Lieuten- 
ant Governor closed his remarks with a quotation from Thomas Jefferson: "The 
care of human life and happiness ... is the first and only legitimate object 
of good government."

SUMMARY OF REMARKS BY SPEAKER RAMSEY 


The House of Representatives today elected Rep. Liston B. Ramsey of 
Madison County as Speaker. After taking office, Speaker Ramsey addressed 
the House. 

He reminded the members that the people of North Carolina, including 
880,000 living below the poverty level, 180,000 unemployed, 64,000 crippled, 
58,000 blind, 57,000 deaf, and 500,000 elderly, have the right granted by the 
state Constitution to "instruct their representatives, and to apply to the 
General Assembly for redress of grievances.'' The people deserve the best that 
the members have to give, the Speaker said. 

Speaker Ramsey declared that every North Carolinian has the right to 
effective, available and affordable health care; to personal safety and a 
fair system of law and justice, to a clean envitonment and adequate supply of 
energy; to a reliable system ot transportation, and to decent treatment when 
young, dignity when old, and opportunity at aii ages. 

The responsibility of government is threefold, the Speaker expounded: to 
provide all people the opportunity of education, the opportunity to support 
and sustain themselves and their families, and an efficient and economical 
government with minimum taxes. He summarized: "This General Assembly should 
direct its efforts toward eliminating empty minds, empty stomachs and empty 
pockets." 

Resources available to the General Assembly will be limited, Speaker 
Ramsey said, and every agency will have to answer whether it is fulfilling 
a clearly demonstrated need, and whether it is worth the investment being 
made by the taxpayers. The loss of federal dollars for support of programs 
should not be met by state funding of those programs without careful 
consideration. 

The Speaker predicted that the session will run until late June.

Introducer: Barnes Sent to Insurance 


"To amend Chapter 58 of the General Statutes to eliminate sur- 
charges for safe drivers." Amends GS 58-248.33(1) to delete provision that the 
difference between the rate charged on policies of "clean risks" reinsured with 
the NC Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Facility and the actuarially sound and self- 
supporting rates for such "clean risks" so reinsured may be recouped in a 
similar manner as assessments. Amends GS 58-248.34(e) to provide for the 
cession to the facility of all policies bearing Safe Drive Insurance Plan 
points and to limit surcharges for recoupment of losses by the facility to 
persons who have Safe Driver Insurance Plan points and who are reinsured by 
the facility.

SUMMARY OF THE STATE OF THE STATE ADDRESS BY GOVERNOR JAMES B. HUNT, JR. 


Governor James B. Hunt presented a joint session of the General Assembly 
with his proposed budget and with what he described as "a program for progress, 
a strategy for the future." 

The Governor's program, which he outlined in a forty-minute speech, is 
composed of four elements. 

The first element is responsible government. Citing the slow-down in the 
growth of the number of state government jobs in recent years as an example of 
the "wisdom of restricted government growth and responsible taxation", Governor 
Hunt recommended the elimination of 1,002 state jobs, saving the taxpayers $13 
million. He recommended expanded homestead exemptions on property taxes for 
the elderly, a child care tax credit, and pay increases for state employees 
through increased retirement contributions by the state rather than through 
payroll increases as governmental programs the state can afford. 

The second element in his program was characterized as a "high technology 
strategy,'' emphasizing productivity, ideas and innovation. The chief element 
in this strategy is the attraction of high-wage, high-growth industries like 
microelectronics, and other technologically sophisticated industries. North 
Carolina is attractive to these industries, the Governor said, largely because 
of our universities and research institutions. He recommended the commitment 
of $24.4 million over the biennium for a microelectronics center, "a unique 
partnership of government, education and industry," and additional funding of 
the North Carolina School of Science and Mathematics. 

The third element is human development. To insure a productive population 
capable of working in the high-technology industries we hope to attract, the 
Governor said we should expand infant and child health programs, fund private 
day care, and increase assistance to the mentally ill and retarded, senior 
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citizens, and victims of alcohol and drug abuse. Noting that educational 
programs of recent years that emphasized basic skills have improved test scores 
of students in this state as they decline elsewhere, the Governor recommended 
funds to decrease class size in the public schools and to expand remedial and 
vocational courses of instruction. He recommended the ratification of the Equal 
Rights amendment, parity for wives in the distribution of marital Bde stl and 
enactment of a Fair Employment Practices bill. 

The fourth element of the Governor's program is economic development, a 
task largely dependent on energy. The state has a fair system of utilities 
rates, Governor Hunt said, but the General Assembly should take whatever action 
is necessary to "guarantee fair rates for the people of northeastern North 
Carolina."’ He recommended a package of tax incentives to encourage the use of 
alternative energy sources: a passive solar tax credit, restoring the tax 
credit for insulation, investment credits for businesses and farms that install 
alternative energy sources, and a program for low-interest loans to help people 
install solar equipment in their homes. To protect the environment, Governor 
Hunt recommended increased monitoring of air quality, cleaning up the Chowan 
and other rivers, and protection of the coast and farmland. 

The Governor and the General Assembly can leave a legacy of hope and 
progress, Governor Hunt said, a North Carolina "in which, truly, the weak 
grow strong and the strong grow great."

H 9 Liquor law revision GS 18A 
Introducer: Morgan Sent to Alcohol Control 
"To rewrite the ABC laws." This bill, the product of the Legislative 


Research Comm'n's study committee on ABC laws, would repeal Chapter 18A of the 
General Statutes and substitute a new Ch. 18 effective Jan. 1, 1982. Pri- 
marily the bill is a reordering and rewording of the present statutes but there 
are various substantive changes, as follows: 

State administration: Appointment of the State ABC Board remains the same, 
but the name is changed to the Alcoholic Beverage Control Commission. The 
alcohol law enforcement division is returned to the State ABC Board from:the Dep't 
of Crime Control and Public Safety. The provisions on disqualification for 
those with interests in the liquor business are revised to make any liquor inter- 


est a disqualification, to extend the disqualification to those with spouses 

with liquor interests, to limit disqualifications based on other relatives' hold- 
ings to those relatives in the same household, and to state the grounds for grant- 
ing exemptions and setting a public record of such exemptions. It also adds new 


provisions concerning self-dealing by board members and employees. 

Local administration: The most significant change is the recognition of city 
ABC systems in state law. Local ABC boards are to consist of three members each, 
with county boards appointed by county comm'rs (rather than jointly by the comm'rs, 
eounty school board, and county board of health) and city boards by the city 
governing body. Boards already appointed under local acts remain as they are. 
Confliet of interest provisions are the same for local boards and employees as , 
for State Comm'n; local boards are made subject to the self-dealing provisions 
of GS 14-234. The financial provisions for local boards are revised to include 
specific authority to borrow money, to allow participation in the Treasurer's 
short-term investment program for local governments (removing the 90-day limit. 
on investments), to require collateralization of deposits, and to specify that 
an ABC board is not a public authority under the Local Gov't Budget and Fiscal 
Control Act (but requiring the State Comm'n to adopt regulations on the same mat- 
ters covered by that act and requiring local boards to follow those regulations). 
Provisions are also added for merger of local boards with the approval of the 
governing bodies and State Comm'n. The provisions on audits and other financial 
reports to the State Comm'n are rewritten to require local boards to follow a 
uniform chart of accounts set by the Comm'n and to require audits to show the 
legal requirements for expenditure of profits and how those requirements are 
satisfied. The provisions on operation of ABC stores generally follow present 
law except that (1) whether to open on election days is left to local board's 
discretion rather than being prohibited by state law, (2) the provisions on opening 
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the bill provides that the provisions of Ch. 163 are to be followed. City ABC

Sale and possesion: The major changes are the removal of the 4-liter limit 
on possession of fortified wine and spirituous liquor at home, the creation of 
new offenses of using a fraudulent driver's license to make an illegal purchase 
ot allowing use of one's license fraudulently by another, the addition of provi- 
sions making those offenses grounds for revocation of the driver's license for 
up to six months, the extension to ABC store employees of the misdemeanor of sell- 
ing to an intoxicated person, and the addition of a provision (currently appli- 
cable only to ABC stores) specifying that any seller may refuse to sell. 

Transportation: These provisions generally follow present law, including 
the amounts that may be transported with and without a purchase-transportation 
permit, with a ceiling of 80 liters placed on the transportation of beer (other 
than draft beer in kegs) and clarification that the 4-liter limit on transporta- 


‘tion of fortified wine and spirituous liquor in taxi-cabs is 4-liters per passenger. 


Law enforcement: As mentioned above, the alcohol law enforcement division 
is returned to the State ABC Board. The jurisdiction of local ABC officers 
remains the same. Provisions are added authorizing cooperation among local ABC 
officers in the same manner as other local law enforcement agencies, authorizing 
all local boards to contract for ABC enforcement rather than hiring their own 
officers, and authorizing cooperative arrangments with state and federal 
enforcement agencies for investigation of liquor offenses. The right to make 
administrative inspections is limited to times when there is reason to believe G 
someone is on the premises, and the right is removed from local law enforcement 
officers other than those who have contracted for enforcement of ABC laws (though 
no restriction is placed on investigation of criminal violations by local law 
enforcement). The provisions on forfeiture of property are completely rewritten, 
generally to answer procedural questions not dealt with by present law; the 
major change in substance is to allow forfeiture of conveyances only when used 
in the transportation of nontaxpaid liquor (now, forfeiture is also applicable 
to. transportation of greater amounts of taxpaid liquor than permitted). 

Elections: Rather than setting a separate procedure for liquor elections, 


: 
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Store elections are recognized and cities are made ineligible for such elections 
unless they have a population of 500 or more (now, all city ABC store elections 
are by local act). The provisions on city mixed drink elections in counties 

with county ABC stores are changed to remove the requirement that two cities in 
the county vote in favor of mixed drinks in the unsuccessful county mixed drink 
election before there can be a city election. The percentage of voters 

required on a petition for a liquor election is raised from 20 to 25%. The 
propositions for beer and wine elections are essentially the same as present law 
but new provisions are added clarifying the determination of results when more 
than one beer or wine proposition is on the ballot at the same time. The present 


provisions restricting liquor elections on the same day as other elections are 
removed. 


Permits: Most permits and the qualifications for permits remain the same, 
though some are renamed and many minor changes have been made. Among the major 
changes are: (1) increases in most retail permit fees; (2) changing commercial Gj 
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‘permits to permanent rather than annual; (3) the addition of a category of 


special one-time permits for such situations as a permit holder going out of 
business or a fundraiser by a nonprofit organization; and (4) clarification that 
to qualify for a mixed drink permit a restaurant must have greater receipts 

from food and nonalcoholic beverages than from liquor (now, the requirement is 
that the restaurant be engaged "primarily and substantially" in serving meals). 
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Specific provisions on the procedure for revocation of permits are eliminated 
and the ABC Comm'n is generally made subject to the Administrative Procedure 
: Act (except that judicial review is allowed in the county where the establish- 
ment is located rather than being limited to Wake County). Authorization is 
ry added for the Comm'n to fine permit holders up to $1,000 in addition to suspend- 
ing or revoking the permit (both suspension and fine are allowed in the same 
case, but no fine and revocation), with the Comm'n required to set a schedule 
for fines.

Bills containing the 1981-83 state budget proposals of the Governor and 
the Advisory Budget Commission were introduced today. S 29 contains the proposed 
current operations appropriations for the biennium and S 30 contains the capital 
improvement proposals. The total proposed budget for 1981-82 is $5.8 billion and 
for 1982-83 is $6.1 billion (compared to an actual $5.0 billion in 1979-80 and 
$1.7 billion in 1970-71). The sources of the money are: (1) General Fund (income, 
sales, franchise, and other taxes plus investment income), 60%; (2) Highway Fund 
(gas tax, motor vehicle, and other highway-related fees), 7%; (3) Federal funds 
(primarily for human resources, education, and transportation), 25%; and (4) Special 
funds and agency receipts (university tuition fees, collections from state institutions 
for services, and other charges), 82. 

State law requires that the budget be balanced. To achieve that balance, 
estimated revenues over the biennium must be equal to or more than the appropriations 
for the biennium. In 1981-82, General Fund revenue is estimated to increase 5.8% 
over the previous year, and another 8% increase is expected in 1982-83. Highway 
Fund revenues are expected to decrease by 2.4% in 1981-82, with an additional 0.7% 
decrease in 1982-83. These and other revenue estimates are based on certain economic 
assumptions; among the assumptions used to prepare the budget are: (1) a national 
inflation rate of 10.2% in 1981-82 and 9.8% in 1982-83; (2) a mild recovery from 
the 1980 recession; (3) a federal income tax reduction of $31 billion effective in 
1981 (reflecting former President Carter's proposed $22 billion personal income tax 
and $9 billion corporate tax cut package rather than President Reagan's tax reduction 
plans; )(4) a national unemployment rate of 7.3% in 1981-82 and 6.9% in 1982-83, and 
state unemployment rates of 6.3% and 5.6% in those respective years; and (5) increases 
in real personal income (adjusted for inflation) in North Carolina of 1.7% in 1981- 
B2nand 3.6, in 982-83. 


The General Fund 


Most state revenues and spending go through the General Fund; appropriations 
from the fund go to almost all state activities (the major exception is transportation). 
The chart below, prepared by the Division of State Budget and Management, shows 
proposed General Fund appropriations for the biennium by department. 

The General Fund is expected to begin 1981-82 with a credit balance (money 
appropriated for 1980-81 but not spent, or money coming from unexpectedly high revenues) 
of $131.3 million. That balance, plus state revenues of $3.3 billion creates the 
$3.4 billion available for appropriation from the General Fund in 1981-82. In 
1982-83, General Fund availability is expected to be $3.7 billion (a credit balance 
of only $136,000 with the balance being expected state revenues). No funds from 
federal General Revenue Sharing are included in the biennium budget. No payments 
to state governments have been authorized by Congress for federal fiscal year 1981 
(October 1, 1981-September 30, 1982). Payments may be resumed in 1982 and 1983, 
subject to annual appropriation by Congress. 

Most of the General Fund (99.7% in 1981-82 and 98.2% in 1982-83) is appropriated 
to continue current levels of operations, to expand existing services, or to add 
new programs; all of such appropriations are recurring in nature. The remainder is 
proposed for capital improvement projects, which are non-recurring, one-time 
expenses. In 1981-82, $11.8 million (0.3% of the 1981-82 General Fund) is proposed 
for capital improvements; and in 1982-83, the amount for capital projects is $69.8 
million (1.8% of the 1982-83 General Fund).

In terms ,of numbers of state employees and teachers, the budget calls for a 
net gain of 412 new positions in 81-82 and 1188 in 82-83, all in the General Fund. 
That reflects a gain of 303 in the community college system in 81-82, and 181 in 
82-83. Public schools will lose 285 positions in 81-82 and gain 828 in 82-83 and 
Human Resources will gain about 100 each year. Only Crime Control loses employees 


in both years, losing seven and four positions respectively. Most other departments 
gain a few employees in numbers that generally reflect their relative size. These 
numbers reflect specific positions that are earmarked in the budget for deletion 

or creation. In addition, the budget recommends a general reduction of 1002 state 
employees in 81-82, with 748 of those positions to come from the General Fund. Those 
deletions are to be determined by the Departments, with each dep't head given a 
quota of positions to delete. The quotas range from 317 in Human Resources, 254 

in Transportation, and 191 in the UNC system to one in the Sec'y of State's Office 
and two in the Auditor and Treasurer's offices. 


Highway Fund 


The Highway Fund is in bad shape and getting worse. Its revenues come from 
taxes and fees related to highways and transportation, the primary source being the 
gasoline tax. The Fund has also historically been funded by substantial federal 
aid but is in danger of losing $140 million of federal funds in 1982-83 because 
without additional revenue matching state funds will not be available. Most 
expenditures from the Highway Fund are made by the Department of Transportation 
for construction and maintenance of highways, but some funds are transferred to 
other departments for highway-related expenditures. For example, the Department 
of Crime Control and Public Safety receives Highway Fund appropriations to support 
the State Highway Patrol. Below are the projections for Highway Fund ievenues 
from the different sources. The Governor's North Carolina Transportation Study 
Commission has recommended that some form of additional highway-based revenues 
be obtained to help fund the state's minimum short-term highway program.

State Highway Fund revenues (exclusive of federal aid) will decline 2.4% 
in 1981-82 and 0.7% in 1982-83. 

The largest appropriations from the Highway Fund are for highway maintenance 
and construction and for aid to local governments (Powell Bill Funds). The 1980 
General Assembly anticipated an additional availability of $57.3 million by 
switching to "cash flow" accounting. Because of declining revenue ($15.6 million 
less in 1980-81 than 1979-80) and "other budget requirements", only $25.7 million 
can be used. ‘Together with a $13.8 million revenue "shortfall", this will result 
in a $44 million reduction in the 1980-81 construction program. Appropriations 
are as follows:

("To rewrite Article 4 and certain sections of Arttele 3 of Chapter 115D 
of the General Statutes, Community College Laws." Rewrites Art. 4, GS Ch. 115D to 
make following substantive changes: (1) Requires local trustees to prepare annual 
budget request (now, capital outlay and current expense budget request and optional 
supplementary current expense budget request), and requires request to be based 
on available fund estimates. Requires State Current Fund be based on available 
funds, and all other funds be based on needs determined by local board to include 
the following: State Current Fund, County Current Fund, Institutional Fund and 
Plant Fund. (2) Outlines manner in which budget must be prepared. Makes pre- 
paration of budget and payment of interest and principal for indebtedness incurred 
the responsibility of county finance officer and states that local board has no 
duty or responsibility for this.

(4) Requires local 
board to adopt budget resolution to comply with resolution of State Board and 
appropriations of tax-levying and other funding authorities. (5) Allows local 
board to amend budget under State Board rules and regulations; sets forth pro- 
cedures for changing monies allocated to particular project or purpose. (6) Re- 
quires local authority to provide funds to meet monthly expenditures and requires 
county finance officer to make available to institution monies requested by 
local board no later than 15th day of each month.

"To amend Chapter 66 to regulate secondhand prectous metal businesses." 
Adds Article 22 entitled "Secondhand Precious Metal Businesses" to GS Ch. 66. 
Affects secondhand business dealings in any gold, silver, or platinum articles 
(gold or silver ingots or bars or coins excepted) by requiring: (1) annual licensing 
of each business location and all employees by the county sheriff; (2) permanent 
recordation and reporting of all transactions to county sheriff; (3) prohibitions 
on doing business with minors and persons who fail to present proof of positive 
identification; (4) a seven-day holding period of metals; and (5) obtaining $10,000 
bond or trust account in favor of State. 

Business license is required for each location, but location may not 
be mobile home, trailer, camper or other vehicle not permanently affixed to the 
ground, and license must be prominently displayed in an area regularly open to 
customers. Employees must register with sheriff, giving name, address, photo, and 
fingerprints, along with $5 fee within five days of employment. Any person applyin 
for license, including partners and associates and each officer, director, and 10% 
stockholder of a corporation must give sheriff information specified in bill, 
including photo, fingerprints, felony record, etc. Sheriff must issue business 
license within 45 days of application upon payment of $50 fee, unless any applicant 
including partners, corporate director, etc. has been convicted of felony or other 
specified crimes. Later conviction of these crimes is ground for license revocatio 

Permanent records of any transaction with a nonlicensee must be maintaine 
for three years and must show an account and description of articles transacted as 
specified in bill, including article's serial number, amount of money transacted ; 
and seller's name, address, and physical description. Two forms of "positive 
identification" or one gov't photo identification must be presented with each 
transaction. Prohibits purchase from person under 18 without written consent of 
parent or proof of ownership of metal. 

Person damaged by violation of Article may bring action against $10,000 
bond or trust account to recover actual damages up to amount of bond or trust 
account. All secondhand gold, silver, or platinum articles must be held by 
licensed business for seven days after acquisition, and be available for inspectio 
by law enforcement officers but there is no restraint on selling or contracting 
to sell during seven-day period as long as possession is maintained. Violation 
of Article's provisions is a misdemeanor, punishable by maximum $500 fine or 
six months imprisonment, or both. Effective 30 days after ratification.

Exempts bonds, notes, and any coupons 
from state and local taxation. Bonds will be general obligation bonds. State 
Treasurer to place proceeds in Public School Facilities Fund.

Any law so enacted must be subject 
to referendum described below. If legislature rejects proposal or does not act 
within 40 days, Sec'y of State must submit measure for vote at next election. 
Allows legislature to reject proposal and substitute another one, in which event 
both proposals will be voted on by people. Prohibits initiative embracing more 
than one subject. 

Referendum-- power of voters to approve or reject laws or portions 
thereof providing for tax levies. May be proposed by presenting petition signed 
by 5% of voters to Sec'y of State within 90 days after law's ratification date. 
Sec'y must submit measure at next general election held at least 60 days after 
petition qualifies or at special statewide election if before then. 
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Provides that initiative law approved by majority of voters takes 
effect day after election unless measure provides otherwise and that certification 
of referendum petition suspends law from date petition certified until date of 
election.

SPECIAL MESSAGE ON CRIME BY GOVERNOR JAMES B. HUNT, JR. 


Governor Hunt tonight addressed a joint sessionof the General Assembly on 
the subject of crime in North Carolina. He argued that the war against crime 
cannot be won in the police stations, courtrooms, and prisons alone. "Ultimatel 
it will be ae or lost in the hearts and minds of our people--particularly our 
young people.' 






The Governor emphasized that the prevention of juvenile crime must begin 
in the public schools. When children are taught, they will become responsible. 
And if pa ke misbehave, they should be subject to strict in-school suspension. 
Stating that "people who purvey drug paraphernalia . .. are parasites on 
society," the Governor urged a tough drug paraphernalia law to “put every head 
shop in North Carolina out of business." He also stressed community-based 
alternatives to incarceration and better treatment for severe emotional dis- 
turbances. 


Describing it as "the most important idea to prevent crime that I ever 
discussed with this legislature,'' the Governor urged North Carolinians to parti- 
cipate in a program to match-up caring adult volunteers with young people who 
have committed their first crime or appear headed for it. The program, he said, 
will need support from citizens, judges, court counselors, and educators. The 
Governor set the goal of establishing a program in each of the 100 counties over 
the next four years. He also announced the formation of the Governor's Executiv 
Cabinet on Juveniles to corrdinate services that are provided to juveniles. 


The Governor mentioned other specific proposals to deal with crime. They 
included legislation to guarantee that minorities are fairly represented on 
juries, the reduction of the number of jurors lawyers may reject, making bid- 
rigging on state contracts a felony, enactment of a RICO (Racketeer Influenced 
and Corrupt Organization) law modeled after federal law, longer sentences for 
habitual felons, removal of the provision that prohibits spouses from testify- 
ing against each other in criminal cases. As resources permit, the Governor 
urged the provision of state crime-control grants to local law enforement to 
replace expiring LEAA money. 


Believing that "the rights of innocent victims should weigh more heavily 
on the scales of justice" that the rights of defendants, the Governor urged 
legislation to allow the state to pay for rape victims' medical examinations an 
to get the convicted rapists to repay the state. He also supported legislation 
to make assaults against persons over 60 a felony and urged judges to consider 
giving longer sentences to criminals who attack the elderly.

monthly pension payment; (9) prohibits anyone from receiving pension before 
July 1, 1986, but provides that persons eligible and retiring before that 

date who have paid fund $5 per month for at least 12 months or $60, whichever 
occurs first,is entitled to $75 monthly pension; (10) provides that totally 
disabled members injured during official duties entitled to payment of $75 

per month beginning first month after 55th birthday and exempts disabled 
workers from $5 monthly payments; (11) requires board to direct lump sum 
payments in cases specified in bill; (12) states that pensions are not subject 
to (a) attachment or judgments against worker or (b) any state or municipal 
tax.

“a to create NC Standards Board for Social Work composed of seven members appointed 
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by Governor: at least two members must be qualified for licensing as clinical 
social workers, under provisions of act, two members who qualify for licensing 
as social workers, and three members from public at large. Composition of 
board by race and sex must reflect state population. Board must include at least 
one member engaged in social work education, one engaged in social work in public 
sector, and one engaged in social work in private sector. Social worker members 
must be licensed under act after establishment of initial Board, and must have 
been active in practice or training of social work for at least five years (and 
primarily in this state for most recent two years).

Board's powers include: (1) establishing and receiving fees for initial 
or renewal license application (maximum $50), examination (maximum $100), and 
late renewal (maximum $15); (2) establishing examinations and examination pro- 
cedures and setting qualifications for licenses; (3) establishing or approving 
related training courses; and (4) adopting rules, including ethical standards 
and disciplinary procedures; and (5) suspend or revoke social worker licenses 
for conviction of Ch. 90B misdemeanor or felony, board finding of unprofessional 
or dishonest conduct, or gross negligence or incompetence. 

Sets standards regarding education and experience for Board's issuance of 
license for: (1) social worker; (2) master social worker; 4(3)%clinitcaiisocia 
worker; and (4) social work manager. Requires licenses to be effective when 
issued and to expire on second June 30 thereafter. Provides procedure for 
renewal and expiration. Exempts, until June 30, 1983, from education and exam- 
ination requirements for licensing, any applicant who has been employed for 
two years in practice of social work for which the education and examination 
requirements otherwise would be required. 

Adds new GS 8-53.6 providing licensed social worker and associates a 
privilege not to disclose information obtained in rendering professional 
services, but allowing superior court to compel disclosure if necessary to 
proper administration of justice. Makes violation of Ch. 90B a misdemeanor 
punishable by maximum $500 fine and/or six months imprisonment. 

Effective July 1, 1981, with regard to appointment of initial Board, 
and January 1, 1982, for other purposes.

"To allow etttes and counties to expend local tax funds in support 
of arts." Amends GS 160A-209(c) and GS 153A-149(c) to provide that cities 
and counties may levy property taxes to provide for arts programs and museums 
as provided in GS 160A-488 (GS 160A-488 authorizes cities and counties to 
establish and support arts facilities owned or operated by nonprofit corpora- 
tions and to "appropriate funds not otherwise limited as to use by law."')

Introducer: Helms Sent to Human Resources 


"To require all health insurance policies to provide coverage for 
full treatment of congenital orofacial anomalies." Adds new GS 58-251.8

bill without regard to the form of ownership of such property only if relief 
is granted in the form of alimony, child support or divorce from bed and board; 
(10) provides that if the court orders transfer of property it may also enter 
an order which transfers title; and (11) adds new GS 50-1l(e) providing that 
an absolute divorce obtained in NC shall destroy the right of a spouse to an 


equitable distribution under this bill unless the right was asserted before 
the judgment.

Committee substitute adopted 2/12/81 completely rewrites original bill

Agents of NC, the NC Ass'n of Life Underwriters, and the NC Ass'n of Insurance 
Women. Members to serve four-year staggered terms. Board is authorized to 
adopt rules and regulations to enforce education program, and may postpone 
educational requirements for one year for good cause.

If deaf person is party to or witness in court proceeding, inter- 
preter to be appointed by judge or clerk and paid for by Administrative Office 
of the Courts; in administrative proceeding interpreter to be appointed by 
hearing officer and paid by Dep't of Administration if state agency is holding 
hearing and local gov't if it is local administrative proceeding; if testifying 
before General Assembly committee, presiding officer in proceeding to appoint 
interpreter and to be paid for by General Assembly. Authorizes deaf person to 
waive right to interpreter but waiver must be approved in writing by person's 
attorney or if no attorney by appointing authority. Requires Dep't of Human 
Resources to furnish to each clerk of superior court list of qualified and 
available interpreters. 

Interpreters to be paid reasonable fee and travel and subsistence 
at state employee rate. Appropriates $15,750 for fiscal 1981-82 and $21,000 
for fiscal 1982-83 to establish three reserve funds to implement act as follows: 
$750 in fiscal 1981-82 and $1,000 in fiscal 1982-83 for General Assembly reserve

Adds to kinds of rules not subject to legislative 
review State Personnel Comm'n rules relating to salary classifications ard 
job descripttions and Dep't of Transporation rules relating to traffic sign 
ordinances and road and bridge weight limits. Omits participation of Legis-— 
lative Research Comm'n (LRC) in review of administrative rules, placing final 
authority for review procedure in Administrative Rules Review Committee. Adds 
one member to committee, giving total of ten members, five from each house 
appointed by LRC co-chairmen; members elect co-chairmen (now, one chairman) 
and vacancies filled by original appointing authority (now, elected by entire 
LRG)’ 

Allows committee, after administrative rule is filed with Director 
of Research, to extend time (60 days) for review of rule by additional 60 days 
by majority vote of members present and voting. Requires committee, if it 
finds agency did not act within its statutory authority in promulgating rule 
or part of a rule, to delay effective date of rule. Provides that delay is 
effective when written report of delay is received by Att'y General. 

Requires that when effective date of rule is delayed and agency 
does not cure defect in rule as noted by committee, committee must submit bill 
to repeal rule or part thereof to General Assembly if it is then in session 
or next regular session, if legislature is not then in session. Provides 
that if bill is not enacted before session's end, delay ends and rule becomes 
effective on day following adjournment. Provides that LRC co-chairmen may 
call public hearing on any rule or part of a rule upon committee's recommenda- 
tion or member's motion despite regular time limits on review (within 60 days 
after rule adopted and filed with Director of Research) and if committe finds 
agency acted without statutory authority, rule may be delayed as described above. 
Provides that failure to delay rule's effectiveness is not considered approval 
of agency's statutory authority in promulgating rule and evidence of failure 
to delay is inadmissible in court.

court to award damages measured by the economic loss or unjust enrichment caused 
by the misappropriation; (3) if misappropriation willful. and malicious, allows 
punitive damages to be awarded, not exceeding the greater of $10,000 or three 
times the amount of actural damages; (4) provides that person who in good faith 
obtains trade secret may be enjoined from disclosing trade secret but no damages 
may be awarded for disclosure or use before the time the person knows, or has 
reason to know that it is a trade secret; (5) allows court to award attorney's 
fees to prevailing party if misappropriation claim is made in bad faith, or if 





a 
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misappropriation is willful and malicious; (6) makes introduction of substantial 
evidence of reasonable efforts to maintain secrecy of information that has actual 
or potential commercial value prima facie evidence that trade secret exists and 
introduction of substantial evidence that alleged misappropriator had knowledge 
of the trade secret and a specific opportunity to acquire it for disclosure or 
use without the consent of owner establishes prima facie evidence that mis- 
appropriation occurred; and (7) requires action for misappropriation to be 
brought within three years of time misappropriation is or should have been 
discovered. Effective July 1, 1981 but does not affect rights or liabilities 
that have arisen before that date.

Repeals current perjury laws (GS 14-209 through -212) and replaces them with 
new GS 14-209.1 through -209.5 as follows: (1) provides that perjury is making 
false statement under oath in official proceeding when statement is material 
and defendant does not believe it to be true; perjury need not be proved by 
any particular number of witnesses; and makes crime a felony punishable by 
imprisonment up to ten years and/or fine; (2) makes it a misdemeanor punish- 
able by up to two years imprisonment and/or fine to make a false statement, 
whether or not material, under oath in official proceeding; (3) makes it a 
misdemeanor punishable by up to two years and/or fine, in governmental matter, 
to: (a) make false written material statement; (b) intentionally create 
false impression in written application for some benefit; (c) invite reliance 
on material writing that is lacking in authenticity; or (d) submit map or 
other object knowing that it is false in material aspect; and (4) makes it a 
misdemeanor punishable by up to six months imprisonment and/or $500 fine to 
give false information to law enforcement officer with intent to falsely 
implicate another or to falsely report crime of violence or other incident 
calling for emergency response. 

Provides that proof that defendant made inconsistent statements is 
prima facie evidence that one or the other was false; however, if state 
cannot prove which statement was false, defendant may be convicted of 
offenses in (1), (2), and (3) above only if each of the statements was 
material. Makes it a defense to all crimes listed above that defendant 
retracted falsification in course of official proceeding in which made before 
it became manifest that falsification would be exposed.

Adds new Art. 25, GS Ch. 130 establishing mandatory system of beverage deposits 
and redemption, to become effective one year after referendum to be held at 
Nov. 1982 general election, if majority of voters approve. Requires: (1) that 
all beverage containers (as defined below) sold within state to be labeled

(2) that consumers pay a deposit of at least five cents on all beverages (as 
defined below) purchased in beverage containers; (3) that no dealer (as defined 
below) refuse to refund the deposit paid on containers of the kind, size, and 
brand sold by that dealer; (4) that dealers or others may, with approval of 
Sec'y of Natural Resources and Community Development, establish redemption 
centers for collection of containers and payment of refunds; (5) that distributors 
may not refuse to accept from dealers containers of the kind, size, and brand 
sold by that distributor; (6) that vending machine operators arrange with dealers 
or redemption centers within five miles of machine for collection of containers 
and payment of refund and post notice of such location on machine; and (7) that 
distributors pay at least one cent in addition to the regular deposit to the 
operator of a redemption center presenting a container for redemption. 

Allows: (1) dealers and distributors to refuse to redeem containers 
(a) not containing the required label, (b) not free of foreign materials, or (c) 
® which, if glass, are broken; (2) dealers to elect to accept containers for 
refund during all regular business hours or during such other times (totalling 
at least 40 hours a week) as the dealer may announce by posted notice.

at least one national rating service's highest rating and not bearing less 
than highest rating by any national rating service. 





H 515 Local gov't retiree health benefits GS 153A, 160A 
Introducer: Greenwood Sent to Pensions 


"To allow counttes and eittes to offer group health benefits to 
rettred employees." Adds new GS 153A-93(d) to allow county providing health 
insurance to employees under GS 153A-93(d) (apparently intends 153A-92(d)) to 
provide health insurance to former employees receiving retirement benefits; 
allows insurance to be paid by county, former employee, or combination or two. 
Adds new GS 160A-163(d) to make same provision for former city employees who 
receive retirement benefits or are age 65 or older. 


Hee OLS Game offense warning tickets GS 113 
Introducer: Anderson Sent to Wildlife 


"To permtt wildlife protectors to tssue warning tickets for game and 
fish law violations." Adds new GS 113-140 to allow wildlife protectors, in 
enforcing laws and regulations within subject matter jurisdiction, to issue 
warning tickets instead of initiating criminal prosecutions, if (1) protector 
is convinced that offense was unintentional; (2) warning ticket is not pro- 
hibited as to offense by Wildlife Resources Comm'n Executive Director; (3) 
conduct of offender was not calculated to result in significant taking or des- 
truction of wildlife or fish; and (4) offender's conduct was not a hazard to 
public. Warning ticket may not be issued if offender has previously been 
charged with or issued warning ticket for similar offense. Executive Director 
is authorized to promulgate rules concerning what warning tickets may or may 
not be issued for classes of offenses. If warning ticket is inappropriately 
issued, prosecution to be initiated for appropriate charge unless time-barred 
or prosecution not otherwise feasible. Executive Director to institute pro- 
cedure to ensure accurate accounting for, and recording of, all warning tickets 
issued, including notation on offender's license or permit. Effective July 1, 198 


H 518 # £=Eminent domain revision GS 40,62,73,153A,160A 
“Introducer: W. Clark Sent to Judiciary 1 


"An Act to revise the law of eminent domain as recommended by the 
General Statutes Commission." Creates new GS Ch. 40A to be exclusive condemna- 
tion procedure for all private condemnors and all local public condemnors. 
Provides that private condemnors to have power of eminent domain for certain 
purposes, including the following: (1) Corporation, bodies politic or persons 
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for the construction of railroads, power generating facilities, microwave towers, 
roads, telegraphs, telephones, electric power lines, public water supplies, and 
pipelines; (2) Trustees or directors of corporations holding title to real estate 
upon which any private educational institution is situated to obtain an adequate 
water supply for such institution; (3) Franchised motor vehicle carriers or 
union bus station companies for purpose of constructing and operating union bus 
stations; (4) Any railway company for purpose of constructing depots, maintain- 
ing lines, and constructing tracks or enlarging terminal facilities. 

Gives local public condemnors (cities and counties) eminent domain for 
purposes of: (1) Opening or improving streets and sidewalks; such authority 
to be in addition to authority under Article 9 of GS Ch. 136 (this power for 
cities only); (2) Establishing or improving those public enterprises listed in 
GS 160A-311 and GS 153A-274; (3) Establishing or improving recreational ‘facili- 
ties; (4) Establishing or improving storm sewer and drainage systems; (5) 
Establishing or improving hospital or library facilities; (6) Constructing or 
improving city halls, fire stations, jails, and other public buildings; (7) 
Establishing drainage programs; (8) Acquiring designated historic properties; 
(9) Opening or improving public wharves. 

Authorizes eminent domain for "other'' local public condemnors includ- 
ing: sanitary districts, mosquito control districts, hospital authorities, 
watershed improvement districts, housing authorities. Provides that condemna- 
tion power not to depend on prior effort to acquire same property by gift or 
purchase. Authorizes condemnor to acquire whole parcel of land or building 
under certain conditions, although only part is actually needed for proposed 
project. Grants condemnor authority to enter upon lands (but not structures) 
prior to filing of petition or complaint for purpose of surveys, borings, 
examinations and appraisals. 

Creates new Art. 2 of GS Ch. 40A (similar to present Art. 2 of Ch. 40) 
outlining eminent domain procedure for private condemnors. Provides that con- 
demnation to commence by filing of petition (by condemnor or property owner) 
with superior court clerk of county in which real estate located. Provides that 
persons whose interests will be affected by eminent domain proceeding may answer 
petition and show cause against request for appointment of appraisers. Superior 
court clerk to hear matter, and if sufficient cause shown, may order appointment 
of 3 comm'rs of appraisal. Comm'rs then view premises, hear proofs and allega- 
tions of the parties, and reduce testimony to writing. Compensation to be 
awarded must be determined with majority of comm'rs present and acting, and 
reported to the clerk within 10 days. Gives any party 20 days after filing of 
report to file exceptions thereto. Any such exceptions to be heard by clerk 
who may then direct new appraisal, modify or confirm comm'rs' report, or make 
other orders as deemed proper. When no exceptions filed to comm'rs' report and 
clerk's final judgment is in favor of condemnor, then owners are divested of 
interest in property upon condemnor depositing adjudged sum and costs with 
clerk's office. Provides that any party may file exceptions to clerk's final 
determination and appeal to judge of superior court. Notice of appeal must be 
given within 10 days of clerk's final determination, and any party is entitled 
to have amount of compensation determined by jury. 

Pecablishes new Art. 3 (similar to present. Art. 9 of GS Ch. 136) for 
condemnation by public condemnors. Provides that action is commenced by filing 
in superior court of county in which the land is located a complaint containing 
a "declaration of taking" along with specified information. Provides that 
filing of complaint to be accompanied by deposit estimated by condemnor to be 
just compensation for taking; summons then to be issued to each owner of 
property (with complaint attached) as provided in GS 1A-1, Rule 4. Specifies 
that title to property and right to immediate possession vest in condemnor upon 
filing of complaint and making a deposit (unless action for injunctive relief 
has been initiated). 

Person whose property has been taken may file answer to complaint 
containing specified information; copy of answer to be served on condemnor who 
may file a reply within 30 days from receipt of answer. Provides the condemnees 
to have 12 months from date of service of complaint to file answer, and failure 
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to do so to constitute admission that amount deposited is just compensation. ; 
Request re clerk for appointment of comm'rs to determine compensation may be made ~ 
in owner's answer or by motion of has or condemnor within 60 days from filing 
of answer; clerk to appoint 3 comm'rs. Comm'rs may inspect property, hold hearings, 
swear witnesses, and take evidence as deemed necessary, before filing report of F 
their determination of damages pursuant to specified form. ¢ 

Copy of comm'rs' report to be mailed by clerk to parties or their t 
counsel, who have 30 days to except thereto and demand a trial de novo by jury 
as to the issue of compensation. When exception to comm'rs' report is not filed 
within prescribed time, final judgment to be entered by judge who may set aside 
the award if he determines it does not provide just compensation. 

Provides that when property is taken by act or omission of condemnor 
and no complaint of taking has been filed, property owner may initiate action 
to seek compensation within 24 months of the date of taking or completion of 
project. 
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Creates new Art. 4 concerning "just compensation" for purposes of new 
GS Ch. 40A. Provides that compensation to reflect value of property immediately 
before filing of petition or complaint. Measure of compensation for taking of 
property to be its fair market value. Just compensation not to include any 
timber, building, or permanent improvement owner is allowed to take but cost of 
removal is element in compensation. Value of property not to include an increase 
or decrease in value before the date of valuation caused by proposed improvement 
or project for which property is taken, or reasonable likelihood that property 
would be acquired for that project, or the compensation proceeding in which 
property is taken. 

Makes conforming changes in numerous statutes. Repeals GS Ch. 40 
(eminent domain) and all other provisions authorizing the use of other proce- 
dures by municipalor county gov'ts or by corporations, associations or other 
persons. 
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Effective Jan. 1, 1982, except that any condemnation proceeding begun 
before that date may be completed under previously existing law. 


H 519 #£=Police legal defense provided GS 153A, 160A 
Introducer: McDowell Sent to Law Enforcement 


"To provide for the legal representation of law enforcement officers 
against allegations of civil liability." Adds new GS 153A-213 and GS 160A-281.1 
to provide that counties and cities shall provide legal representation for paid 
or volunteer law enforcement officers against whom a civil action has been 
brought for an act or omission during lawful performance of official duties. 
Effective July 1, 1981. 


Hae20 When no primary election required GS 163 
Introducer: Barbee Sent to Elections 


"To clartfy when candidates are declared nominated without a primary." | 
Amends GS 163-110 to provide that board of elections shall declare person or 
persons nominees for office if only the number of candidates equal to the number — 
of positions to be filled file for a political party for the offices, and that 
names shall not be printed on primary ballot but shall be printed om general 
election ballot (now, GS 163-110 applies only when sole candidate files for a 
given office). 


H 521 #£=Voting machine inspections required GS 163 
. Introducer: Barbee Sent to Elections 


"To requtre county boards of electtons to cause voting machines and 
automatie vote counters to be examined prtor to thetr use in an election." 
Adds new GS 163-33.2 as title indicates. Requires that at least 10% of voting 
machines selected at random by board be tested and that board record serial 
numbers of machines tested in board minutes. Board may, instead, let others. 
perform testing if they are qualified to do so.

Introducer: Hackney Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To tnerease damages recoverable from parents for a minor's injury 
to person or property and to clartfy the law pertaining to this recovery." 
Rewrites GS 1-538.1 to allow any person or other legal entity to recover actual 
damages not exceeding $2,500 (now $500) from parents of minor (now, minor 
must be living with parents) who wilfully injures such person or his property 
(now, limited to damage to property). Provides that parents whose custody and 
control have been removed by court order or contract are not liable. Does not 
preclude recovery from parents under available common law remedies. Applies 
to actions for damages suffered on or after ratification. 


Bim, Dae (Joint Res) State computer system LRC study JOINT RES 
Introducer: Plyler Sent to Rules 


"Authort2zing the Legislative Research Comnisston to study the feast- 
bility of consolidating the state computer systems." As title indicates. Allows 
cited comm'n to issue interim report to 1982 session and final report to 1983 
session.

S 302 Drinking water exemptions, fees GS 130 
Introducer: Marvin Sent to Nat & Econ Resources 


"To amend exemption procedures and to amend laboratory fees under 
the Drinktng Water Act." Amends GS 130-166.49(b)(1)b. to allow Sec'y of Human 
Resources to exempt a public water system from maximim contaminent level or 
treatment technique requirements for a system not in operation on effective 
date of contaminent level or treatment technique requirements only if no 
reasonable altermative source of drinking water is available. Amends 
GS 130-166.49(c) to change date for compliance with initial drinking water 
regulations from Jan. 1, 1981 to Jan. 1, 1984. Rewrites GS 130-166.55(7) 
to empower Sec'y to establish and collect fees to recover costs of laboratory 
analysis performed for compliance with federal Safe Drinking Water Act (now, 
law sets specific fees based on specific type of analysis). Provides that 
current fee schedule, including new $60 fee for analysis for total trihalo- 
methanes, remains effective until Sec'y establishes fees under bill. 


S 303. Drinking Water Act technical change GS 130 
Introducer: Marvin Sent to Nat & Econ Resources 


"To amend GS 130-166.54(a) of the Drinking Water Act." Corrects 


 erron€0us cross reference in cited subsection. 





S 304 Court clerk funds distribution-2 GS 7A 
Introducer: Creech Sent to Courts 


"To establish prtortttes and procedures for disbursement of funds 
by clerks of court." Rewrites GS 7A-304(d) to provide that in any criminal 
case in which liability for costs, fines, etc. has been finally determined, 
Superior court clerk must, unless otherwise ordered by presiding judge, 
disburse funds under following priorities (now, clerk must disburse when he 
has received partial payment and no additional payments have been made for 12 
months and he believes that further payments are unlikely): (1) restitu- 
tion prorated among persons so entitled (now, last); (2) costs due state (now, 
lst); (3) costs due county (now, 4th); (4) costs due city (now, 4th); (5) 
fines to county school fund (no change); and (6) attorney's fees (new); 
eliminates specific priorities for facilities fee and arrest fee. 
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Requires that clerk disburse restitution sums when complete resti- 
tution received, when clerk believes additional payments will not be collected, 
or upon request of persons so entitled if clerk finds it to be appropriate. In 
any event, disbursement must be at least once each year. 

Applies to all funds on deposit with clerks on July 1, 1981, and 
applies to sums disbursed on or after then. 


es Administrative procedure act changes GS 120 Tous 
Introducer: Jenkins Sent to State Government 


"To provide a more effictent and effective administrative rule- 
making system and to establish a state register." Rewrites portions of GS 
Ch. 150A, Administrative Procedure Act (APA), to include the following sub- 
stantive changes. Adds new exemption for Community Colleges Board. Deletes 
exemptions for Occupational Safety and Health Review Board, Youth Services 
Comm'n and Dep't of Transportation actions under GS Ch. 20. Establishes 
limited exemptions from Ch. for Dep't of Correction, and Utilities, Employment 
Security and Industrial Comm'ns (now, totally exempt). Continues current 
exemptions for Dep't of Revenue and UNC system. 

Alters definition of "contested case'’ to include actions contesting 
validity of existing administrative rules and to delete rate-making proceedings. 
Includes agency formal interpretations of law or policy within definition of 
"rule". Provides that Ch. takes precedence over every other statute currently 
in existence or subsequently enacted that appears to diminish a right created 
or duty imposed by Ch. unless other statute expressly provides it takes precedence 
over APA (now, Ch. applies except to extent and in particulars that any statute 
makes specific provisions to contrary). Allows presiding officer to convert 
proceeding to another type of proceeding (e.g., convert contested case hearing 
to rule-making hearing) where appropriate and in public interest and requires 
agencies to adopt rules specifying factors to be considered in determining when 
conversion will occur. 

Requires Att'y General to adopt model rules of procedure which agencies 
must follow unless they state why model rule(s) are impracticable for them. 
Establishes rule-making policy listing factors agencies should consider. Requires 
that action to contest validity of rule on grounds of noncompliance with APA be . 
commenced within two years of rule's effective date. Adds new exemptions from 
rule-making procedure for rules specified in bill. Deletes current exemptions 
for interpretive rules and general agency statements of policy. 

Allows agencies to promulgate temporary rules when formal finding is 
made that adherence to APA notice requirements would be contrary to public 
interest and that public health, safety or welfare requires such action (now, 
agency must find imminent peril), effective for maximum of 90 (now, 120) days. 
Requires that regular rule-making proceeding begin when temporary rule adopted 
and exempts temporary rules from review by legislature's Administrative Rules 
Review Committee (ARRC). Requires agencies to maintain official rule-making 
record for each rule for at least two years from rule's effective date, sets 
forth information that must be included in the record and requires it be open 
for public inspection. 

Allows agencies to solicit views from public before publication of 
notice of proposed rule-making. Requires that agencies hold oral rule-making 
hearings only when requested by 25 persons, a gov'tal subdivision or agency, 
ARRC, Governor or Att'y General; all other public comment will be written 
(now, all rule-making hearings are oral). 

Requires Att'y General to prescribe by rule uniform style and format 
for preparation and filing of rules. Prohibits rules from being effective sooner 
than lst day of 2nd calendar month after rule filed with Att'y General (except 
for temporary rules) unless agency finds earlier date necessary under criteria 
set forth in bill (now, 30 days after filing but agency may specify earlier or 
later effective date upon certifying existence of good cause). 
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Requires each agency to periodically review all its rules to determine 
whether new rules needed or whether existing rules should be amended or repealed; 
sets forth criteria agency should consider in its review. Allows Att'y General 
to review agency's procedures in adopting rules, agency's reasons for adopting 
temporary rules or establishing earlier effective date. Allows Att'y General 
to refuse to accept rules for filing (thereby preventing them from becoming 
effective) upon finding rules do not meet form or filing procedure requirements 
or fail to demonstrate need for earlier effective date. 

Adds new Art. 2B, concerning licensing applications, petitions, and 
requests,to set time limits on when agency must notify applicants of its approval 
or denial or a license and generally continue provisions of current GS 150A-3. 
Requires publication of NC Register beginning July, 1982 to contain notices of 
proposed rule-making and oral proceedings on proposed rules, objections to 
rules by ARRC, and other subjects specified in bill. Creates Editorial Board 
to oversee Register's operation consisting of two appointees each by Att'y 
General and Governor and one by ARRC. Specifies who receives Register free, 
including one copy to each county to be maintained for public inspection in 
place designated by county comm'rs. 

Effective July 1, 1981, except for sections establishing rule-making 
policy and exempting certain rules from notice and comment requirements, which 
are effective July 1, 1982. 


S* 306 Second primary request GS 163 
Introducer: Warren Sent to Election Laws 


"To provide for requesting and gtving nottce of a second primary." 
Amends GS 163-111(c) to PrOvide that a second primary may be demanded as 
follows: (1) a candidate who, under GS 163-111(b), is apparently (based on 
unofficial returns) entitled to demand a second primary (now, who is entitled 
based on official returns), must file request with board of elections by the 
seventh day, including Saturday and Sunday, after the primary (now, by the 
second day after the results have been officially declared); (2) such request 
is subject to certification of official results; and (3) board of elections 
to notify affected candidates immediately of such request.

Violation of act is a misdemeanor punish- 
able by $250-$500 fine and/or 30 days - two years imprisonment. Effective 
July 1, 1981 and expires June 30, 1983. 


H Die Greene/Lenoir Headstart inspections GREENE, LENOIR 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to Human Resources 


"To provide that publte schools in Greene or Lenotr counttes do not : 
need separate tnspections for a Headstart program to be operated." Adds new 
GS 110-91(11) (mandatory standards for day-care license) to exempt cited counties' 
Headstart programs from sanitation standards in GS 110-91(1) and location, 
building, and fire prevention standards in GS 110-91(3), (4), and (5). Applies 
to Headstart programs caring only for children four years or older (or become 
four years old no later than Oct. 15 of that calendar year) and operated in a 
public school.

Amendment adopted in Senate 3/25/81 makes effective date of July l, 

1981 for provision that unemployment payments after July 1, 1981 are reduced 

by amount of pension or retirement pay contributed by base period employers and 

by Social Security and Railroad Retirement Act payments. 
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H 299 Hearing aid dealers law.amended (digested in Bulletin No. 31, pore) 
Committee substitute adopted in House 3/25/81 makes technical change 

and amends composition of Hearing Aid Dealers and Fitters Board as follows:

specified in bill in office of register of deeds. County board of comm'rs 
to publish notice of section once a week for four consecutive weeks prior to 
June 30, 1982. Repeals GS 1-42.3 as to Avery County. Effective June 30, 1982.

H > 564 Enforcing money judgments GS 1,1A,7A,39,162 
Introducer: Helms Sent to Judic 3 


"To improve the laws relating to the collectton of money judgments 
and to exemptions, Part 1, machinery." Repeals provisions of Ch. 1 of the 
General Statutes dealing with collection of money judgments and creates new 
GS Ch. 1C to cover both prejudgment and postjudgment methods of collecting 
money judgments. Generally, makes collection of money judgments supervised by 
judges; creditor seeks order from judge specifying which remedies to be used to 
collect specific judgment; allows additional methods of acquiring liens on 
property of judgment debtors; allows judgment to be paid in installments; and 
allows expanded discovery of assets. Allows judgment debtor to seek protective 
order to prevent harassment; repeals body execution and arrest and bail provi- 
sions which allow debtor to be arrested and jailed for fraudulent failure to pay. 

Prejudgment Relief. Allows prejudgment relief in any case in which 
(1) action has been filed in NC seeking money damages, alimony, alimony pendente 
lite, or child support; (2) claimant is more likely than not to win his case; and 
(3) there are reasonable grounds to believe that if prejudgment relief not 
granted claimant will suffer delay or loss in collection of judgment. Lists 
factors to be considered in determining whether delay or loss will result. 

Possible prejudgment remedies include orders creating lien on specific 
real or personal property; enjoining debtor to secure certain property or litigate 

\ claims; creating a limited receivership to safeguard assets; creating general 

; receivership; ordering third party who has possession of debtor's property to 
retain possession of ptoperty or debt owing to defendant to not pay it. Allows 
prejudgment discovery of defendant's assets, outside of scope of rules of dis- 
covery, with court's permission and when otherwise qualify for prejudgment 
relief. Court to grant discovery upon showing need. Allows defendant to cut 
off prejudgment discovery by posting bond sufficient to pay claim if he is held 
liable. 

Judgments. Defines judgment; states what contents should include; 
specifies how entered and docketed. Authorizes judgment to state how to be 
collected and what remedies available. Provides that judgment to be enforceable 
for 10 years from date entered; amends GS 1-47(1) to delete authority for renew- 
ing judgment for another ten years. Provides that judgment of federal district 
court in NC is docketed and enforced like NC judgment. Authorizes judge to order 
installment payments of judgment on motion of debtor. Installment payments must 
be made to receiver or judgment creditor. 

Court Officials Authorized to Act Under Chapter. Grants clerks authority, 

with regard to prejudgment remedies, to create lien; to order dc»tor and third 
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parties in possession of debtor's property to protect property; and to grant./> aig 
protective orders. With regard to postjudgment relief, clerks to order install- ~ 
ment payments, but only on judgment rendered by clerk. Allows clerk to enter 
general order for seizure and sale of property to enforce magistrate's judge- 
ment (procedure almost identical to present procedure under execution). Author- 
izes clerk to enter order for seizure or sale of property subject to a judgment 
lien. Allows district court judge to grant any pre- or postjudgment relief in 
any case in court, either district or superior division. However, district court 
judge not to enforce superior court judgment unless no superior court judge will 
be available in time to hear matter. Superior court judge to grant prejudgment 
relief in any case and postjudgment relief with regard to superior court judgment. © 
Postjudgment Remedies. (1) Discovery of Assets--allows discovery of 
assets of judgment debtor, in manner provided by Rules of Civil Procedure, with- 
out court approval; authorizes court to grant protective order limiting scope 
(now, statute allows supplemental proceedings before clerk when property can't be 
found on which to execute). (2) Lien--provides judgment lien on real property 
perfected when judgment docketed in county in which property located (now, 
same). Allows perfection of lien on personal property by seizure or by using UCC 
filing procedures (now, only by seizure). Requires order of seizure to list 
sr cific personal property to be seized except allows order to provide for 
seizure of nonexempt property generally only when magistrate's judgment, when 
judgment is lien on all defendent's nonexempt property or when debtor hasn't 
responded to discovery or is guilty of fraud. Order also may indicate how to 
be seized, held, and safeguarded. (Now, writ of execution orders sheriff to seize 
nonexempt property generally, and sheriff determines what is to be seized, and 
how it is to be held and safeguarded.) Adds new GS 162-14 providing that sheriff 
to use no more force than is reasonably necessary to carry out duties under Ch. 1C 
and that he may force entry into dwellings and other buildings when authorized to 
do so by court if peaceable entry has been attempted and cannot be reasonably 
attained (now, not authorized to break and enter dwelling to collect judgment).- 
Provides that Judicial Sales procedures of Art. 29A, GS Ch. 1 to be used to sell 
property to collect judgment except that execution sales procedures of Art. 29B, 
GS Ch. 1 used to sell property under magistrate's judgment. (3) Fraudulent 
Conveyances--enacts new fraudulent conveyances provisions repealing current Art. 3, 
GS Ch. 39. Authorizes judge to set aside transfers of property made by debtor 
with intent to hinder, delay, or defraud creditors. (4) Remedies Against Third 
Parties--authorizes court to order seizure of dobtor's property in hands of 
third party; to order perfection of lien under UCC. When debtor has claim 
against third party for money or property, other than for personal injury, wrong- 
ful death or defamation, allows court to order third party to pay judgment 
creditor or court. Authorizes court to allow judgment creditor to litigate 
debtor's claim if appears debtor won't litigate and creditor will suffer loss if 
not litigated. (5) Consolidation of Proceedings--allows judge to consolidate 
proceedings for collection of separate money judgments and to set priorities and 
allocate costs, to marshall assets, and to refer to proceedings.

If comm'n fails to issue rate adjustment order by start 
of six-month period, utility may place in effect adjustment necessary to cover 
fuel expense it has estimated, but proceeds subject to refund if comm'n later 
finds adjustment unreasonable or excessive; however, if comm'n fails to act within 
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90 days after start of six-month period, rates are no longer subject to refund. 
(Now, estimates of fuel expenses are not required to be filed in advance; 

GS 62-134(e) provides that when utility applies for rate increase based solely 
on fuel cost, comm'n must suspend increase up to 90 days pending hearing.) 

Act also requires comm'n, in its hearing, to consider specified factors, 
including operating performance of utility's generating plants, the mix of types 
of generation, and whether management practices are imprudent, in determining 
whether estimated and incurred fuel expenses are reasonable. The utility has 
the burden of proof in hearing.

on-premises ABC permit from employing youth (a) under 16 on premises for any 
purpose, (b) under 18 to prepare, serve, etc., any alcoholic beverage, or (c) 
under 18 in establishment holding mixed beverage ABC permit; (5) exempts persons | 
or establishments subject to regulation of child labor under Fair Labor Standards — 
Act from all provisions other than certificate requirement, prohibition against 
hazardous or detrimental occupations, and prohibitions related to establishments 
holding ABC permits. Prohibits issuance of certificates if employment of person 
would violate child labor provisions of Fair Labor Standards Act, and provides 
for civil penalties pursuant to GS 95-25.23 for any violation of act.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 9 Liquor law revision (digested in Bulletin No. St Dae bos 

Committee substitute adopted in House 4/3/81 makes following substan- 
tive changes in original bill: (1) new chapter is to be numbered 18B rather 
than 18; (2) "alcoholic beverage" replaces "liquor" as the catch-all term which 
includes all alcoholic products; (3) the definition of unfortified wine is 
amended to put the upper limit at 17% rather than 14% to reflect the percentage 
of alcohol that can actually be accomplished by natural fermentation; (4) origina 
bill specified some violations as misdemeanors, all violations as grounds for 
administrative action against the permit. The proposed committee substitute 
makes all violations of the chapter misdemeanors, as does present law; (5) 
the Alcohol Law Enforcement Division is returned to the Dep't of Crime Control 
and Public Safety; (6) the requirement that the comm'n adopt a schedule for 
administrative fines is dropped, but the maximum fine for first, second and 
third violations is stated; (7) the provisions for sale of liquor to air carriers 
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is separated from that for oceangoing vessels, and provisions are added allow- 
ing air carriers to serve complimentary drinks in VIP lounges in large airports 
in counties with ABC stores; (8) provisions are added authorizing beer and wine 
sales on trains, as now authorized by GS 105-113.75; (9) original bill allowed 
comm'n and local board members and employees to be dismissed for ABC violations; 
the proposed committee substitute includes dismissal for all felonies; (10) 
the language on testing liquor is rewritten to clarify that the comm'n need not 
test all liquor and may accept testing done by federal agencies and other states; 
(11) provisions allowing permittee to transport liquor, as in the present law, 
are added. That was inadvertently dropped in the original bill; (12) deleted is 
the provision saying that possession of more than 20 liters of wine creates a 
prima facie case of possession for sale; (13) local ABC officers are given authority 
to enter agreements to assist state and federal officers in investigation of any 
crime; the original bill limited the agreement to liquor offenses; (14) the 
administrative inspection statute is reworded to be more like the present law, 
with the references to tasting liquor and inspection warrants dropped; (15) 
the ballot proposition for a modified plan beer election is changed to include 
authorization for off-premise sales, as in present law; (16) if at least three 
cities in a county with more than two-thirds the county population, have voted 
for mixed drinks, the county comm'rs are authorized to allow mixed drinks 
county-wide by: resolution. The affect of the wording is to limit this provision 
to Guilford County; (17) the provisions that originally said that mixed drinks 
sales had to stop when ABC stores are voted out is rewritten to require mixed 
drinks sales to stop when the ABC stores are abolished for any reason; (18) 
specific authorization is provided for local boards to accumulate funds for 
capital improvements; (19) a provision is added giving an exemption from the 
residency requirement for a permittee granting a power of attorney to a local 
manager; (20) original bill exempted managers of corporate-owned establishments 
with only off-premises beer and wine permits from the section setting qualifica- 
tions for permittees. A provision is added requiring that those managers be 
at least 18 years old; (21) publicly owned or operated convention centers are 
authorized to receive beer, wine, special occasion, and mixed drink permits, 
replacing “entertainment establishments". Sales are allowed only at regularly 
scheduled conventions and banquets; (22) judicial review of administrative 
determination is required to be in Raleigh rather than in the county where the 
establishment is located; (23) definition of a hotel is amended to include 
only places that furnish lodging, not those that furnish either lodging or 
meals; (24) culinary permits, but not other permits, are authorized for cater- 
ing services; (25) provisions on special one-time permits for nonprofit 
organizations having fund-raisers are changed to eliminate the authorization 
for mixed drinks permits and to restrict those permits to jurisdictions where 
the sale of the liquor is already lawful; (26) permittee is generally prohibited 
from allowing any unlawful act on the premises; (27) various additional unlawful 
acts are stated for permittees, including having unauthorized liquor on the 
premises and using a fake permit; (28) wineries are allowed to give away as 
well as sell "short-filled' packages; (29) distribution agreements are required 
for beer wholesalers; (30) sales permitted under elections held under 18A and 
under local acts are specifically preserved. 


H 197 Alimony when absolute divorce (digested in Bulletin No. 23, p. 153; 
amendment adopted in Senate 4/2/81 digested in Bulletin No. 57, p. 458) 
Amendment adopted in Senate 4/3/81 excepts from act's provisions cases 

of divorce obtained with personal service on defendant spouse upon grounds of 

latter's adultery. 
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H 220 Day-care contested cases (digested in Bulletin No. 26, p. 171) 
Committee substitute adopted in House 4/3/81 completely rewrites 

bill to allow Sec'y of ‘Administration to designate hearing officer(s) to 

make initial decisions concerning disciplinary actions against licensees. 

All decisions made by hearing officer may be appealed to Day-Care Licensing 

Comm'n and decisions not appealed within 30 days will be considered final 

agency decisions. Hearing officer and comm'n have power to issue written 

warnings and official written reprimands, place licensee on probation, 

suspend license for up to one year or permanently revoke a license (now, 

comm'n may only suspend or revoke a license). Allows hearing officer to 

order license revocation or suspension if. facility does not comply with 

Art. within 30 days, but suspensions or revocations that are not upheld by 

comm'n expire sixty days after issued. Allows operators to apply to comm'n 

for stay of hearing officer's decision pending comm'n review. Requires that 

appeals from comm'n decisions be in superior court if county in which operator 

resides or in which alleged acts occurred. Effective Dec. 31, 1981 (original 

bill was effective July 1, 1981).

Allows Board 
to deny, suspend, or revoke license for (1) conviction of crime involving moral 
turpitude; (2) use of alcohol or narcotic drugs to extent interferes with pro- 
fessional competency; (3) attempting to obtain license by fraud; (4) treating 
ailments other than by athletic training; or (5) any act in derogation of dignity 
and morals of profession. Act does not apply to persons serving as secondary 
school athletic trainers if service carried out under supervision of physician. 
Prohibits person from engaging in private practice of athletic training, open 
to public, for a fee. Makes violation of act misdemeanor punishable by fine 
and/or two years imprisonment. Authorizes person actively engaged as athletic 

' trainer on July 1, 1981 to be issued license if submits proof of qualifications 
and experience to board by June 30, 1982 and pays license fee. Effective July 1, 1981.

If a candidate(s) dies after 30 days after filing closes, then, if ballots have 
not been printed, deceased's name not to be printed, and if ballots have been 
printed, votes for deceased not to be counted for any purpose, unless death(s) 
results in same number of candidates as there are positions to be filled, in 
which case remaining candidates to be certified as nominees and no primary to 
be held. Effective on ratification.

"To amend the North Carolina Health Planning and Resource Develop- 
ment Act of 1978." Makes numerous amendments to Article 18 of GS Ch. 131 (Certi- 
ficate of Need Law). Changes generally conform article to relevant federal law; 
substantive amendments include the following changes: Amends definitions in 
GS 131-176 as follows: (1) includes offices of private physicians or dentists 
in definition of "ambulatory surgical facility" if they apply for licensing as 
such; (2) eliminates definition of "change of ownership" and defines "change 
in bed capacity" as change exceeding user of beds or 10% of bed capacity in 
a two-year period by changing the total number of beds, redistributing beds 
among different categories, or relocating beds to another facility; (3) changes 
definition of "health maintenance organization" by allowing an organization to 
qualify as such by securing a certificate of authority under GS Ch. 57B and 
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meeting the criteria of Public Health Service Act or meeting criteria specified 
in definition; and by adding proviso that specified health services be provided 
for payment on a periodic basis without regard to time, extent or frequency of 
services provided; (4) includes psychiatric and tuberculosis hospitals in 
definition of "hospital" (now, not included); (5) makes following changes in 


definition of "new institutional health services" to include: (a) obligation 

by a health care facility or local health department of a capital expenditure 
in excess of expenditure minimum; expenditure minimum is $150,000 as of 10-1-79, 
thereafter adjusted annually: (b) capital expenditure associated with the 
termination of a health service; (c) specified changes in a capital expenditure 
project proposed within one year of completion; (d) offering of a new service 
by a health care facility if it exceeds expenditure minimum of $75,000 as of 
10-1-79, thereafter adjusted annually; (e) use of major medical equipment that 
was acquired without a certificate of need for inpatient care; (f) capital 
expenditure obligation by any person to acquire an existing health care facility 
if notice of intent not filed with Dep't of Human Resources or Dep't finds it 
would cause change in bed capacity or addition or termination of services; 

(g) change in bed capacity, or addition or termination of services within one 
year of acquisition of health care facility without certificate of need; (h) 
purchase, lease or acquisition of a controlling interest in a health care 
facility or major medical equipment if obtained under a certificate of need 
issued to a health maintenance organization (HMO). 

Rewrites GS 131-178 as follows: (1) requires certificate of need 
to offer or develop new institutional health service; (2) requires certificate 
to make an acquisition by donation, lease, transfer, or comparable arrangement 
if acquisition would have been new institutional health service if made by 
purchase; (3) requires certificate before incurring obligation, for capital 
expenditure for a new institutional health service; (4) allows completion of 
projects with certified estimated costs of less than minimum capital expenditure 
without certificate if actual costs exceed minimum expenditure and specified 
conditions are met; (5) authorizes issuance of certificate for predevelopment 
activities only. Adds new GS 131-178.1 to authorize Dep't to grant exemption 
from certificate of need requirement to a health care facility for certain 
research purposes. Adds new GS 131-178.2 which establishes general requirement 
that no inpatient care facility controlled directly or indirectly by an HMO may 
offer new institutional health services, nor may any HMO care facility offer 
specified new institutional health services without obtaining certificate 
from Dep't. Allows for exemption for HMO if it has 50,000 or more subscribers 
and meets other requirements. Rewrites GS 131-179 to provide that certificate 
may not be transferred or assigned. 

Amends GS 131-181(a) (criteria for approval of certificate of need) 
to require consideration of additional factors including: (1) the extent to 
which all residents of the area in which service will be offered are likely 
to have access to the service, especially the poor, women, minorities, handi- 
capped persons, and other underserved groups; (2) in the case of reduction or 
elimination of service, the present need for service and adequacy of alternative 
arrangements to meet need; (3) the impact of construction project on the costs 
of health services provided by others; (4) effect on competition on the supply 
of health services; (5) efficiency of the use of existing services; and (6) quality 
of care previously provided by applicant. 

Adds new GS 131-181.1 to require the Dep't to issue a certificate 
for a capital expenditure in following cases: (1) it's necessary to eliminate

Repeals Art. 13, GS Ch. 20 which now requires financial 
responsibility of owner as a condition of registering car. Amends GS 58-248.26(4)

to Art 9A, GS Ch. 20. (Now, includes persons required to file such proof 
pursuant to Art. 13, GS Ch. 20 as well.)

"To clarify the authority of the Department of Human Resources to 
operate the North Carolina School for the Deaf at Morganton and the Eastern 
North Carolina School for the Deaf at Wilson." Amends GS 115-336 to provide 
that the Dep't of Human Resources is responsible for the maintenance and 
operation of the cited schools and that the Board of Directors of the North 
Carolina Schools for the Deaf must advise the dep't and adopt regulations 
concerning the schools. Ratifies authority of the Dep't of Human Resources 
to operate the schools and make expenditures for them up to the effective date 
or act. 


H-"822 Metric council created APPROPRIATION, GS 106 
Introducer: Fussell Sent to Agriculture 


"To establish the North Carolina Metrte Council." As title 
indicates, creating 17-member body, including Comm'r of Agriculture as 
chairman, in Dep't of Agriculture; 16 other members appointed by comm'r 
to serve two-year terms. Directs council to transmit information on metric 
system transition, provide plans for transition, receive and award funds 
for transition, and serve as primary communications vehicle between NC and 
US Metric Board. Requires annual report to Governor and legislature on 
status of metric transition in NC, including legislative recommendations. 
Appropriates $55,300 for fiscal 1981-82 and $58,300 for fiscal 1982-83 from 
General Fund to Dep't of Agriculture for purposes of act. Effective July l, 
1981; repealed on June 30, 1986. 


He nb23 Drug education program created GS 90 
Introducer: Rabon Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To establish a drug education program and to strengthen the laws 
against persons who possess controlled substances while allowing conditional 
discharge and expunetion of records for first offense." Adds new GS 90-96A 
directing NC Drug Comm'n to establish standards for curriculum and operation 
of statewide system of local drug education programs. Permits area mental 
health authorities to subcontract for delivery of such programs and gives 
Dep't of Human Resources approval power over such programs and over budgets 
and contracts for operation of programs. Requires $100 fee for enrollment 
in such program, unless enrollee is excused by court because he is unable 
to pay: and provides that proceeds of fees to be used only to run and supervise 
programs and for other drug or alcohol programs. 

Rewrites GS 90-96(a) to permit terms of probation granted under 
section to include participation in drug education program established under 
act, and expands coverage of section to include Schedule II controlled sub- 
stances. (Now, includes controlled substances included within Schedules III 
through VI.) Rewrites GS 90-113.14(a) to make it generally parallel to GS 90- 
96(a), to permit imposition of required attendance at drug education school 
as condition of probation, and to extend coverage of section to all violations 
of Art. 5A (Toxic Vapors Act) of GS Ch, 90 (now, applies only to possession of 
cannabis). 
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Adds new subsections to GS 90-96 and 90-113.14 regarding imposition 
of probation under sections. Permits probation even if fine is only punishment 
for offense. Requires that probation extend for at least one year and that at 
minimum defendant enroll in and successfully complete, within 150 days after 
probation imposed, drug education program. Permits waiver of education 
requirement if no school is within reasonable distance of defendant's residence 
or if court finds defendant will not benefit from instruction. Provides that 
failure to complete school is grounds for revocation of probation and for 
denial of application to expunge all records of defendant's arrest, indictment 
or information, trial, finding of guilty, and dismissal and discharge. 

Directs that evaluation of program be made and reported to 1985 
Seesion. Effective Oct. 1, 1981.

Forbids local gov'ts 
from requiring family care homes to obtain conditional use permit, special use 
permit, or special exception or variance. Permits local gov'ts to prohibit 
such homes within quarter mile radius of each other. Makes void any deed 
restriction that would permit residential use of property but. that would forbid 
use of such property for family care home. Defines handicapped persons as 
those with physical, emotional, or mental disability; and defines family care 
home as one that provides room and board and personal care and habilitation 
services, serving no more than six resident handicapped persons.

"To provide for the management of hazardous and low-level radto- 
acttve waste tn North Carolina." Enacts Hazardous and Low-level Radioactive 
Waste Management Act of 1981, which includes the following main features: 

(1) Creates 15-member Governors Waste Management Board in Department of Human 
Resources. (Board consists of Sec'ys of Human Resources, Natural Resources 

and Community Development, Commerce,and Crime Control and Public Safety, Comm'r 
of Agriculture; eight other persons appointed by Governor to reflect designated 
interests for two-year terms except for initial staggered appointments: one 
Senator appointed by Lt. Governor, and one House member appointed by Speaker.) 
(2) Amends GS 146-22.1 to authorize state condemnation of lands for hazardous 
and low-level radioactive waste sites. Requires conveyance to State of North 
Carolina (in return for lease-back to grantor for life of facility) of all 
sites for commercial hazardous waste and low-level radioactive waste landfills 
with lessee to be responsible for damages, insurance, bonding, monitoring and 
other regulatory requirements. (3) Invalidates any local ordinance that pro- 
hibits the siting or operation of a landfill or other storage, collection, 
processing, treatment recycling, recovery, or disposal facility for hazardous 
wastes or low-level radioactive wastes, if the facility has been approved by 
Governor after reView of local ordinance and hearings by Waste Management Board. 
Governor's decision is final and unreviewable. (4) Authorizes Dep't of Human 
Resources to recoup estimated costs of post-closure monitoring and care of 
facilities (after lease expires) by fees from operators of facilities. Authorizes 
cities and counties in which hazardous or low-level radioactive facilities are 
located to levy annual privilege license taxes on operators at rates calculated 
to recoup all additional costs from siting of facility, including loss of tax 
revenues and costs of monitoring and emergency services. (5) Gives new board 
general oversight and promotion responsibilities plus rule-making powers. Gives 
Dep't of Human Resources the authority to enter lands for surveys and tests to 
determine suitability of hazardous and low-level radioactive waste sites. Makes 
federal and state gov'ts subject to requirements of Solid and Hazardous Waste 
Law. (6) Makes any oils and liquid hydrocarbons, sludges, and mining wastes 
that meet federal criteria as “hazardous wastes" subject to Solid and Hazardous 
Waste Law. (7) Requires hazardous waste and low-level radioactive waste permit 
applicants to show financial qualification and sound and lawful operation of 
existing facilities. (8) Raises maximum civil penalty under Solid and Hazardous 
Waste Law from $5,000 to $10,000 daily. Adds similar civil penalty section to 
Radiation Protection Law. (9) Expressly authorizes NC Utilities Comm'n to 
promulgate highway safety rules for motor carriers of hazardous and radio- 


_ active wastes under GS 62-281. (10) Adds hazardous and low-level radioactive 





waste facilities to eligible projects under industrial revenue bond law, GS 
159C-7. (11) Allows rapid amortization of hazardous waste reduction facilities 
for individual and corporate income tax purposes under GS 105-147(13)(b) and 105- 
130.10(2). Makes expenditures for hazardous waste reduction a deductible 
liability reserve under corporate franchise tax, GS 105-122(b).

H 840 County add 1% sales tax-2 GS 105 
introducer? .D. Clark Sent to Finance 


. "To authortze the counttes to levy local 1% sales and use taxes." 
Assumes enactment of H 736 (digested in Bulletin No. 58, p. 465), which would 
repeal existing 1% Local Government Sales and Use Tax, raise state sales and 
use.tax to 4%, and distribute one-fourth of proceeds of increased state tax to 
counties and cities. Permits any board of comm'rs to levy additional 1% sales 
and use tax (which would make total tax in that county 5%) on its own motion; 
provides for advisory referendum, not binding on comm'rs, at comm'rs option. 
Provides that net proceeds of collection of local option tax to be distributed 
among taxing counties on basis of personal income in county; and that proceeds 
then to be distributed among counties and cities and towns therein on basis 
either of population or total ad valorem tax levies, as determined by county 
comm'rs. (These are same methods available now for distribution of current 17% 
Local Government Sales and Use Tax.) Provides that local option tax to be levied 
on same items on which state 4% tax (to be enacted by H 736) is levied, and 
provides for tax liability and collection in same manner as present 1% local 
Gov't Sales and Use Tax. Permits county comm'rs to repeal tax at any time, and 
to call advisory (non-binding) referendum on question of repeal. Makes effective- 
ness of act depend on enactment of H 736 and provides that effective date to be 
same as effective date of that bill (as introduced, July 1, 1981). 


H 841 Purging voters procedure changed GS 163 
Introducer: D. Clark Sent to Election Laws 


"To clarify the procedure for removing the names from the regtstratton 
records of persons who have moved to another county or state or who have died 
and to remove obsolete references." Amends GS 163-69 to provide: (1) county 
elections board must remove voter's name from records because of change of 
address on basis of cancellation notices received from other counties and 
states; (2) that board also to remove from records names of voters who have died, 
according to certified list received from Dep't of Human Resources; and (3) 
that notice required before name removed need be sent only to persons whose 
names are being removed for failure to vote (now, also sent to persons being 
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removed because thought to have moved from county). Makes technical amendments 
to GS 73-72 and GS 63-251. 


H 842 (Joint Res) Governor's highway system speech JOINT RES 
Introducer: Barbee Sent to Rules 


"Providing for a jotnt sesston of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives at 12 Noon, Tuesday, April 28, 1981; tnviting His Excellency, Governor 
James B. Hunt, Jr., to address that session concerning the state highway systems 
and providing for consideration at that Beeston of confirmatton of the Governor's 
appotntments to the State Board of Education." As title indicates. Requires 
favorable majority vote of each house to confirm each appointment. 





H 843 Landscape architect sunset repeal GS 89A, 143 
Introducer: Bumgardner Sent to State Government 


"To repeal the termination date of Chapter 89A of the General 
Statutes relating to landscape archttects."” As title indicates, repealing 
July 1, 1981 sunset date for cited chapter. 


H 844 Adult's residence for tuition GS 116 i 
Introducer:. Hunt Sent to Higher Education ~ 


"To permit certain indtvtduals as adults to preserve legal residence 
eonferred on them as minors tn the context of restdenttary status for tuttion 
purposes by reason of G.S. 116-143.1(j)." Amends GS 116-143.1(j), which 
accords in-state residence in some circumstances to minors whose parents are 
divorced or otherwise living apart, to provide that if such a person is in- 
state resident immediately before 18th birthday, but does not enroll in 
institution until after such birthday, person is still to be considered in- 
state resident if: (1) upon reaching 18th birthday, person acts, to degree 
actual emancipation permits, in manner consistent with bona fide legal 
residence in NC; and (2) enrolls in NC institution of higher education not 
later than fall term next following completion of educational prerequsites 
to admission. 


H 845 UNC Memorial commitment rehearings GS 122 
Introducer: P. Hunt Sent to Courts 


"To allow reheartngs for pattents committed to the psychtatrte service 
of North Carolina Memorial Hospital to be held at any place in Orange County 
where district court may be held." Amends GS 122-58.21 as title indicates. 
(Section now requires such rehearings to be held at Orange County Courthouse. ) 
Effective July 1, 1981.

S 452 Historic district amendments GS 153A, 160A 
Introducer: Barnes Sent to State Government 


"To amend certatn portions of the General Statutes concerning historte 
districts and historic properties commisstons." Amends GS 160A-398.1 to make 
any historic district regulations adopted. pursuant to historic districts law 
applicable to all buildings of state, as well as local governments. (Now, 
applies to local gov't buildings, but not state buildings.) Makes technical 
changes to GS 160A-399.1(2)(b) (intends to change GS 160A-399.1(b)) and 
GS 160A-399.4. 
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S 453 Gov't sell historic properties GS 153A, 160A 
Introducer: Barnes Sent to State Government 


"To allow sale of historte properties by ettties and counties." 
Amends GS 160A-266(b) to permit cities and counties to dispose of by private 
negotiation and sale properties of architectural, archaeological, artistic, 
cultural, historical, or natural or scenic significance. Requires that such 
dispositions be made to nonprofit corporation or trust whose purposes include 
preservation or conservation of such properties and that deed from city or 
county to corporation or trust contain preservation or conservation agreement 
as defined in GS 121-35. Provides that corporation or trust may itself dispose 
of property only if subject to covenants or other restrictions that protect 
significant aspects of property. 


S 454 Conservation districts established GS 153A, 160A 
Introducer: Barnes Sent to State Government 


"To enable cities, towns and counttes to establish conservation 
districts." Adds new Part 9 to Art. 19 of GS Ch. 160A defining both urban and 
rural conservation districts, providing for the establishment of conservation 
district comm'ns by both cities and counties, establishing the powers and 
duties of such comm'ns, providing procedures by which areas may, by ordinance, 
be classified as conservation districts. Governing board may appoint separate 
conservation district comm'n, delegate responsibility to historic district 
comm'n, planning agency, appearance comm'n, or rural development planning board, 
or exercise comm'n powers itself. Members of conservation comm'n must be 
residents of local unit's "planning or zoning jurisdiction" and, if possible, 
two members shall have had special training or experience in a design field. 
Comm'n empowered to recommend areas to be designated by ordinance as conserva- 
tion districts, to inventory areas of scenic, cultural, or natural significance, 
to conduct educational programs, to recommend changes in local development regu- 
lations, to coordinate activities of public and private groups with conservation 
interests, and to submit annual report to governing board. Area may be desig- 
nated as conservation district only after comm'n adopts rules of procedure, 
prepares report on qualities of area to be designated, holds public hearing with 
governing board on matter. Travel and Tourism Division of Dep't of Commerce must 
be notified of all areas designated so as to educate public about resources of 
state.

BH S71 Grain storage indemnity fund Go 66-106, 147 
Introducer: Taylor Sent to Agriculture 


"To create the Gratin Storage Indemnity Fund." Adds new Art. 38A, 

GS Ch. 106, calling for a referendum of all grain producers (producers or 
owners who deliver grain to dealers) before January 1, 1982, to approve or 
disapprove plan to create the Grain Storage Indemnity Fund within the Dep't 

of Agriculture. Fund would compensate grain producers for up to 90% of losses 
(defined as extraordinary monetary loss including bankruptcy, embezzlement, 
theft, or fraud) to their grain while it is in the control of a dealer, except 
for loss covered by insurance purchased by grain dealers, which dealers are 
required under the plan to purchase. The plan would be funded by an assessment 
of 1 cent per bushel or 2 cents per hundred weight of grain, to be collected by 
dealers from producers after July 1, 1982. Requires dealers to keep records, 
file reports with Dep't of Agriculture, and remit funds. Provides that funds 
be held in trust, invested by the State Treasurer, as provided in GS Ch. 147-69.2, 
and not become part of the General Fund. Requires that fund be administered by 
Board of Agriculture. Creates Advisory Council to review actions of Board and 
make recommendations.

Bowes Common carriers’ motor vehicle tax GS 20 
Introducer: Tison Sent to Finance 


"To amend the tax provtstons of Chapter 20. relating to carriers 
of passengers or property." Rewrites GS 20-87 to tax for-hire passenger 
vehicles at rate of $45 per year for vehicles of nine or less passengers, 
and $1.40 per 100 pounds per year for vehicles of more passengers, as a 
licensing and registration fee. (Now, tax is $75 and $2.40 respectively, 
with "common carriers of passengers" being taxed by a different formula 
on the basis of weight and revenue). Reduces tax paid by '"U-drive-it" 
vehicles of over 9 passengers from $2.40 per 100 pounds to $1.40. Repeals 
GS 20-87.1(a), which provides for reciprocity and exemption from registration 
fees of passenger buses operated by common carrier of passengers for use in 
intrastate or interstate commerce when carriers have validly licensed 
vehicles in the state sufficient to meet in-state needs. Amends GS 20-88 
(which taxes property-hauling vehicles) so that portion of the "Schedule 
of Weights and Rates" applicable to private hauler contract carriers, flat 
rate common carriers and exempt for-hire carriers is made applicable to 
"common carriers" instead of "flat rate common carriers", and a separate 
portion of schedule for "common carrier of property (deposit)"’ is eliminated. 
Also repeals GS 20-88(e) which imposes an additional tax of 7 1/2% of gross 
revenue on common carriers of property and allows an election available to 
such common carriers to pay a flat rate instead of percentage of gross receipts. 
The effect is to require all common carriers of property to pay tax at the 
same rate based on weight schedule. Repeals GS 20-89 (method of computing 
gross revenue of common carriers of passengers and property) and GS 20-90 
(due date of franchise tax). Rewrites GS 20-91 (records and reports required 
of franchise carriers) making the following changes: (1) requires keeping 
of mileage, equipment, and motor vehicle inventory records in addition to 
revenue records; (2) provides for application for licensing and registration 
on forms approved by the Comm'r of Motor Vehicles; (3) adds tax returns, 
applications, and pertinent records and documents to items subject to audit; 
(4) requires registrants to pay expenses of auditor if audit must be conducted 
out of state, but permits Comm'r to enter into reciprocal audit agreements 
with other states; (5) adds in addition to present penalty (assessment of 
5% of tax) for nonfeasance and misfeasance by registrant, cancellation of 
plates and cab cards, and 100% penalty on registration fees; and (6) requites 
notice of assessment, with properly addressed mailing sufficient whether or 
not received. Repeals GS 20-93 (bond or deposit required). Makes GS 20-110(g) 
requiring Division of Motor Vehicles to cancel registration when license is 
used on vehicle other than the one for which it was issued or is being used 
by owner-lessor after termination of lease, applicable to "carriers" rather 


than “common carriers". Effective dan... 1, 1982; 
Hirose Register of deeds fees increased GS 161

In cited counties, prohibits the starting of fires in any woodland protected by 
the Dep't of Natural Resources and Community Development or within 500 feet of 
such woodland, without a permit from Dep't. Permits may be obtained from forest 
rangers and others designated by county forest ranger. Requires special permit 
from Dep't for burning debris resulting from ground-clearing, regardless of 
proximity to woodland. Rangers directed to deny permits if burning presents 
unreasonable risk of forest fire or air pollution in populated areas. Sets out 
following minimum standards applying to all permits issued: (1) winds must not 
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expose populated areas to danger of smoke, ash, or other contaminates; (2) loca- 
tion of burning must be at least 1,000 feet from residential structure unless 
occupants consent; (3) amount of dirt or organic soil in material to be burned 
must be minimized; (4) stagnant air conditions or inversion must not exist; (5) 
heavy oils, asphaltic material, or rubber may not be used to ignite material; 

(6) burning may not be commenced between 3:00 pm and 9:00 am and material may not 
added to fire later without written authority of forest ranger. 

In all other counties, requires permit for burning in any protected woodland, 
or within 500 feet, between midnight and 4:00 pm. 

Authorizes Sec'y of Natural Resources and Community Development to prohibit 
all open burning, whether or not with a permit, during periods of hazardous 
forest fire conditions or during air pollution episodes declared under Art. 21B 
of GS Ch. 143 (Air Pollution Control). Requires press release by Sec'y when 
making prohibition. Authorizes Sec'y to cancel permits and suspend issuance upon ~ 
determining that hazardous forest fire conditions exist or when the Environmental 
Management Comm'n determines that open burning is causing significant contra- 
vention of ambient air quality standards or that an air pollution episode exists. 
Requires persons burning in violation of bill to immediately extinguish fire or 
take other action ordered by forest ranger. If person does not extinguish fire, 
Dep't is authorized to enter property and extinguish fire or otherwise control 
fire, and the offender is liable to reimburse the Dep't for expenses. Makes 
violation of bill a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of at least $50 and/or 
imprisonment for not more than 30 days. Exempts fires started within 100 feet of © 
occupied dwelling and in an enclosure, or in protected area and watched. Provides” 
that no charge be made for permits. Appropriates $121,568 for fiscal 1981-82 and © 
$90,768 for fiscal 1982-83 from General Fund to Dep't of Natural Resources and 
Community Development for purposes of carrying out bill.

of weight listed on certificate and have weighmaster reweigh product; if on 
reweighing, difference in excess of tolerance allowed by law is found in original © 
weight, cost of reweighing is borne by weighmaster; otherwise, cost borne by § 
complainant; (5) requires seal of weighmaster to be returned to Comm'r of Agri- 
culture on termination of duties as weighmaster; (6) provides that refusal to 
issue certificate, issuing certificate with false weight, and violation of 
Article or rules and regulations issued by Dep't can result in license revocation 
or suspension (now, misdemeanor punishable by fine of $10 to $500 and/or imprison- 
ment for not more than 3 months); (7) also makes it violation of act to request 
weighmaster to weigh a product inaccurately, to request him to issue an inaccurate 
certificate, to impersonate a weighmaster, to alter a certificate, or to 
increase or decrease weight of product for purpose of deception. Amends GS 81A-6 
to provide that weighmaster must use a weighing device that has been tested By 
Comm'r within 12 months preceding date of weighing.

fire-related job can prevent his membership in fund from being terminated; (5) sets 
standards under which ass'n members may receive credit for time employed by fire 
dep't as a cadet; (6) raises interest rate to be paid on past sums due to buy 
into fund from 4 1/2% to 6% per annum; (7) raises monthly deduction for fund 
members from $10 to $12 per month after June 30, 1981; (8) raises amount of 
monthly pension for retired and disabled members to amounts ranging from $100 
to $185 per month depending on retirement date for retirees and from maximum $75 
to maximum $185 for disabled members. Effective July 1, 1981.

B. Chavis. 
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GOVERNOR'S SPECIAL MESSAGE ON HIGHWAY NEEDS 


In an address before a joint session of the General Assembly today, 
Governor James B. Hunt, Jr. outlined what he called a "minimum program" for 
"protecting our investment in North Carolina's highways and North Carolina's 
future." 

The program requires resurfacing 3,600 miles of road in each of the 
next five years, repairing or replacing many of the state's 16,000 bridges, 
raising additional revenue for the state's matching share for federal road 
construction funds, safety improvements on roads and improvements to access 
roads for new industry, and support for airports, bus systems and ferries. 

The Governor said that about 2,600 miles of road must be resurfaced 
each year to keep up with normal wear and tear. In recent years, the total 
has been far below that. To catch up, by resurfacing 3,600 miles a year for 
five years and 2,600 per year after that, will require an additional $247 
million in the upcoming biennium. Total additional needs for cities and for 
maintenance of secondary roads are $80 million, for safety and access road 
improvements, $93 million, and for federal matching funds share, $18 million. 

New revenue and savings must total $200 million in the coming year 
to achieve the minimum program, the Governor said. 

He recommended the following new revenue and savings sources to fund 
the program: 

-- Additional tax of 3 cents per gallon on gasoline, expected to 
raise $90 million, offset in part for individuals by a credit on income tax 
lip. to o22.50, the amount of the tax increase on 750 gallons, estimated to be 
the typical family's automobile use in a year. 

-- Transfer of revenue from the sales tax on automobile parts and 
accessories from the General Fund to the Highway Fund, estimated to total $59 
million, with a 50% increase in the tax on alcoholic beverages, a severance 
tax on minerals mined in North Carolina, and a sales tax on vacation home 
rentals to replace the General Fund loss. 

-- Increase the cost of drivers' and chauffeurs' licenses to $10 
and $15 respectively, raising an estimated $14.5 million. 

-- Increase in various fees in the Division of Motor Vehicles, 
Maueine.o7.4 million, 

-- Increase in truck license fees and imposition of a special charge 
on overweight and oversized loads, raising $16.9 million. 

-—- Changes in the Department of Transportation, including a review 
of the necessity of planned new projects not already started, doubling the 
number of prisoners working on road projects, narrowing medians and rights-of- 
way, and reduction in the size of state maintenance crews. These steps can 
save $20 million, the Governor said. 

North Carolina is currently ranked as one of the three most attrac- 
tive states for location of industry, Governor Hunt said, and can move to first. 
"What we do this year on our roads will determine that more than anything else," 
he said,

"To establtsh the North Carolina Rtsk and Rate Equity Board to 
determine tnsurance rates, forms, and classtftcattons, and to head the 


state Department of Insurance." Adds new Art. 1A to GS Ch. 58 to create 
three-member Risk and Rate Equity Board (board) to head Dep't of Insurance 
and to be appointed as follows: (1) one appointed by Governor to six-year 


term; (2) one appointed by Lt. Governor to initial four-year term and sub- 

sequent six-,ear term; and (3) one appointed by Speaker to initial two-year 

term and subsequent six-year term. Board elects chairman from among its 

members. Prohibits members from being insurance company employee, agent, 

or adjuster or frem having direct substantial pecuniary interest in profitability 
of insurer doing business in NC. Salary for each member is same as for superior 
court judges (chairman received extra $1,000) and members are subject to standards

Chairman's powers, Provides that chairman is chief executive and 
administrative officer of dep't and must carry out the rules and regulations 
promulgated by board. Board may appoint or remove such employees as it considers 
necessary for proper execution of dep't functions. Authorizes chairman to hear 
and determine or assign to board or staff member any procedural motions or 
petitions made before a hearing on merits, 

Board's powers. Empowers board to: (1) hear rate adjustment filings; 
(2) assess risks; (3) fix rates: (4) adopt and amend rules for dep’t internal 
Management and control; and (5) make and enforce regulations governing procedure 
and practice before board. Grants board powers of court of general jurisdiction 
in conducting hearings, making decisions, and issuing orders. Requires board 
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to make written: decisions and provides that decision of two members constitutes 
a board decision. Authorizes board to establish system of accounts to be kept 
by regulated insurance companies and require them and rating organizations to 
keep separate accounts of costs, losses, and expenses attributable to business 
in NC. Provides that substantial departure from prescribed system is sufficient 
grounds for license revocation. 

Powers of Comm'r. Provides that Comm'r of Insurance retains seat on 
Council of State and "shall represent the public interest in all matters coming 
before the board.""

Current 
holdings: A foreign person may continue to own and hold any agricultural land 
acquired before effective date, but may not acquire additional interests after 
that date. Exceptions: A foreign person may acquire agricultural land for purpose 
other than agriculture, but must turn land to that other purpose within five 
years of acquisition, and in interim must not use land for agricultural purpose 
except by lease to person not subject to restrictions of this bill. Bill does 
not apply to agricultural land used for research or experimental purposes, where 
interest in land is incidental to research or experimental purposes. A foreign 
person who is or becomes bona fide resident of any state may acquire and hold 
land on same terms as a citizen for the period of residence, but must dispose 
of interest within two years of change of such residence status. 

Property other than agricultural land: Foreign persons may acquire, 
hold and convey other real property on same basis as citizens. Personal property 
may be acquired by such persons by succession or testamentary dispostion on same 
basis as citizens if reciprocal right exists on behalf of US citizens in foreign 
person's country. 

Reports: Foreign persons acquiring interest in agricultural land 
under exception for use other than agriculture must file a detailed report on 
the land and intended use with Comm'r of Agriculture yearly. Comm'r to monitor 
reports of US Sec'y of Agriculture for violations of bill and to refer to Att'y 
General any suspected violations. Att'y General to initiate action in superior 
court for remedy of violation. Upon court's finding of violation, foreign ; 
person to have one year to divest itself of land. 

Definitions: "Agricultural land" means any tract of land in state 
capable, without substantial modification, of supporting agricultural 
enterprise, which includes production of crops, poultry, eggs, milk, fruit, 
livestock, timber, forest products, nursery products and sod.

(6) requires disclosure of identity of any "person" who owes 10% or more, and 
description of other businesses conducted by such a "person", of any professional 
solicitor or counsel license applicant; (7) authorizes denial or revocation of 
licenses required by act if application incomplete or fee not paid; deletes 
following grounds for same: (a) applicant is or has engaged in fraudulent 
transaction; (b) solicitation would be fraud on public; (c) an unreasonable 
percentage of contributions would not be applied to a charitable purpose; 
(d) solicitation and fund-raising expenses exceed 35% of contributions 
(but act requires disclosure of percentage of contributions spent for fund- 
raising expenses at time of solicitation.) (8) reduces to six, actions in 
connection with solicitation that are specifically prohibited, and, in general 
they prohibit only misrepresentations about who the contributions are being 
solicited for and how they will be spent; (9) deletes requirement that profes- 
sional solicitor or counsel may not receive more than 5% of contributions as 
his fee; (10) gives Sec'y of Human Resources authority to compel examination of 
officer, agents, or employee or others having knowledge of "person" soliciting 
contribution and related financial records; (11) provides that violation of act 
is a misdemeanor, punishable by maximum of two years imprisonment and/or fine 
(now, graduated schedule of fines and imprisonment). 

Effective Jan. 1, 1982 but licensure applications need not be filed 
until 90 days after ratification.

Introducer: Coble Sent to Highway Safety 


"To define 'counterfett controlled substance' tn the North Caroli m 
Controlled Substances Act." Amends GS 90-87(6) by designating the present 
subsection as a. and adding a new b. to define "counterfeit controlled sub- 
stance" as any substance that is intentionally represented as a controlled 
substance. Effective Oct. 1, 1981.

Introducer: Hackney Sent to Higher Education 


"To constder net proceeds from certain university lard sales 
trust funds of the university." Amends GS 116-36.1 relating to Ba ep on of 
institutional trust funds of The University of North Carolina to include 
within the definition of trust funds, proceeds from disposition of institu ionally- 
owned or -controlled real property, if the property was originally acquire by

Introducer: Brennan Sent to Aging 


"To permit those elderly or disabled individuals whose residence qualt- 
fies for the ‘homestead exemptton' to defer payment of ad valorem tax on this 
property until the property is transferred." Adds new GS 105-282.2 to allow 
any person whose real property is taxed at reduced valuation under GS 105-277.1 
(elderly or disabled homestead exemption) to defer payment of all or part of 
ad valorem tax unless property is: (1) subject to lien under federal law that 
prohibits deferral of taxes; or (2) outstanding liens on property exceed 85% of 
fair market value. Requires taxes deferred to accrue interest at 3/4 the rate 
specified in GS 105-241.1(i) and that the deferred taxes plus accrued interest 
constitute a lien on property.

Adds new GS Ch. 66, Art. 22 regulating discount 
buying clubs (defined to include any organization, other than non-profit 
cooperative buying ass'n, which for consideration offers to sell or arrange 
sales to customers at prices lower than generally available). Requires "clubs" 
contract with customer be in writing, be given to customer, be executed by all 
parties, and contain specified provisions. Allows customer to cancel contract 
until midnight of third business day after he signs, following specified pro- 
cedures.

(b) (4) (£)) to require nominating committee of each legislative house to nominate 
at least one person for each seat to be filled by that house (now, number of 
persons nominated must be at least twice the number of seats to be filled by 
that house).

Reestablishes Cape Fear Navigation 
and Pilotage Comm'n to consist of five voting members, four appointed by Governor, 
and president of Wilmington-Cape Fear Pilots Ass'n to serve ex officio. Three 


of four gubernatorial appointees come es New Hanover County, one from Brunswick. ~ 
Initial appointments to be made on July 1, 1981, to staggered four-year terms. 
Comm'n has power to establish regulations regarding qualifications, arrangements, 
and station of pilots, and to examine persons for Cape Fear River and Bar pilot's 
license, with licenses to be renewed annually. Authorizes comm'n to fine, sus- 
pend, or cancel license of pilot for listed actions and infractions.

any project; (7) to employ consultants, architects, etc.; (8) to study ind survey 
need for projects, and their location, financing, and construction; (9) to apply 
for and accept grants, loans, etc. from federal and state agencies; (10) to acquire 
federally guaranteed security or federally insured mortgage note, and to vledge same 
_ to secure its notes and bonds; (11) to make loans to participating institution 
for higher education for cost of project; and to refund outstanding loans and ob- 
ligations made by institution for cost of project; and (12) to charge and appor- 
tion among participating institutions for higher education agency's administrative 
costs and expenses. 

Agency required to submit, at close of fiscal year, annual report to 
Governor, State Auditor, General Assembly, Advisory Budget Comm'n and Local 
Government Comm'n. 

Effective upon certification by State Board of Elections ,;that amendment 
(see S 568) to NC Constitution authorizing enactment of general laws dealing with 
transactions contemplated within the act has been approved by voters.

Allows Board 
to inspect pertinent service reocrds of manufacturers, etc.

Before deciding on a site or a new plan, or 
starting a land acquisition program, the responsibile decision-maker is to 
reconsider its decision or plans in light of the district's comments. 

Bill encourages giving of notifications at the earliest planning stage.

(1) right to receive services and care that comply with relevant state and 
federal laws and regulations; (2) right to receive written statement of facility's 
services and charges; (3) right to be free from mental and physical abuse; (4) 
right to have records kept confidential absent resident's written. consent or 

as required by law; (5) right to communicate privately with anyone at reasonable 
hour; (6) right to have reasonable use of personal possesions and secure place 
for their storage; (7) right to manage personal needs funds; (8) right to 

notice when facility is issued provisional license by Dep't of Human Resources; 
and (9) right to receive copy of bill of rights upon admission. Provides that 
no resident may be required to waive right specified in bill. Permits desig- 
nated person to sign documents or receive information required by bill if 
resident adjudicated incompetent or designates power to manage financial 

affairs to another. Outlines: information how rights must be provided new 
residents and requires that facility retain receipts for such information signed 
by residents. 

Requires county dep't of social services to enforce bill's provi- 
sions (along with the Division of Facility Services) and investigate complaints 
of violations. Requires director to notify facility administrator in writing 
of violations and needed corrections; provides that Division of Facility 
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Services is to receive copy of complaints from director and ensure compliance. 
‘Grants residents civil action for injunctive relief to enforce rights. Author- 
izes Dep't of Human Resources to revoke facility license if it finds. substantial 
failure to comply with bill's provisions (revocation procedure outlined in bill). 
Requires Dep't to impose administrative penalty ($10 per day per resident affec- 
ted by violation for each day violation continues) on facility that: (1) fails 
to comply with either entire section of rights or any of listed rights and 
that failure endangers health, safety, or welfare of residents; or (2) fails 
to allow authorized representative of Dep't to inspect facility premises and 
records. Permits facility to request hearing to contest penalty and authorizes 
Sec'y to bring civil action to recover penalty under circumstances outlined 
in bill. Encourages counties to establish domiciliary home community advisory 
committees (procedure outlined in bill) to promote community involvement and 
to ensure quality care for residents of such homes located in county. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1982, but general expression of legislative intent 
that such residents be afforded full exercise of civil rights effective Oct. 1, 1981.

(debtor is secondary beneficiary). Requires Dep't of Insurance to collect data 
on credit property insurance written in NC. 

Rewrites GS 58-351(b) and (c) to provide that refund of premiums 
shall be computed as follows: (1) for decreasing term credit life policies with 
duration of 60 months or less and for single interest credit property policies, 
by the rule of 78; (2) for decreasing term credit life with greater duration, 
the amount that would be charged for the remaining term and coverage; (3) for 
level term credit life and dual interest credit property, pro rata; (4) for i 
credit accident and health, one-half by the rule of 78 and one-half pro rata.

Adds new Art. 7A to 
GS Ch. 113A to: (1) establish Coastal Beach Access Program to be administered 
by Coastal Resources Comm'n and Dep't of Natural Resources and Community Devel- 
opment (Dep't) to acquire, improve and maintain property along NC coast; (2) 
requires comm'n to establish program to improve public access to NC beaches 
including standards to assure that land acquisition funds are used only to buy 
interests in property that will benefit general public; requires priority be 
given to land unsuitable for permanent structures; requires program to 
provide reasonable access and necessary parking; (3) requires that before pur- 
chase, Sec'y make written finding of public purpose to be served by acquisi- 
tion; (4) allows purchased property to be conveyed without charge to locality 
in which located subject to maintenance of property for public use; (5) 
prohibits Dep't from acquiring land by condemnation or from purchasing property 
held for under two years by current owner; (6) requires that purchase price be 
fair market value and establishes system for resolving disputes as to property's 
value; and (7) allows Dep't to make grants to local gov'ts to improve and 
maintain accessways acquired under program.

H 1174 Local gov't budget law amended GS 153A, 159, 160A 
Introducer: R. Hunter Sent to Local Government 2 


"To amend certatn provistons of Chapter 159 relative to local govern- 
ment budget and ftscal control matters." Amends GS 159-7(b)(8) to rewrite 
definition of "fund" to provide that it is a fiscal and accounting entity with 
a self-balancing set of accounts (now, no such requirement) recording cash 
and other resources, together with all related liabilities and residual equities 
or balances, for purpose of carrying on specific activities or attaining certain 
objectives in accordance with special regulations. Amends GS 159-8(a) and 
159-13(16) (apparently intends 159-13(b)(16)) to provide that, appropriatéd fund 
balance in any fund is not to exceed sum of cash and investments minus sum of 
liabilities, encumbrances, and deferred revenues "arising from cash receipts" 
(quoted words added). Amends GS 159-13(7) (apparently intends 159-13(b) (7) 
to provide that all general or unrestricted revenues are to include estimated 
revenues reasonably expected to be realized in budget, including amounts to 
be realized from collections of taxes levied in prior fiscal years (now, 
estimated revenues to include amounts realized from collection of taxes levied 
in prior fiscal years). Repeals GS 159-13(12) (apparently intends 159-13(b).(12)) 
that prohibits appropriation from public assistance fund or a separate category 
of expenditure maintained in accord with GS Ch. 108 to any other fund or category 
of expenditure, except in accord with GS 108-57 (public assistance appropriations 
not to revert). Amends GS 159-26(b) to provide that each local gov't unit or 
public authority is to establish and maintain any other funds required by 
other statutes or by state or federal regulations (now, permits such units to 
also maintain any other funds it considers advisable). 

Amends GS 159-34(a) to require that audit contract agreement is to 
be submitted to Sec'y of Local Gov't Comm'n to determine its compliance with 
comm'n rules, and provides that audit other than annual independent audit 
should include accurate description of scope of audit. Requires auditor's 
report to include all disclosures in the public interest that are required by 
law. Requires Sec'y to determine that audit and report substantially conform 
to requirements of GS 159-34 before approving audit fees and costs. Provides 
that it is misdemeanor for public officer or employee to conceal, falsify, or 
refuse to divulge information with an "attempt" (now, with an "intent") to 
mislead the auditor. Amends GS 159-34(b) to provide that comm'n regulations 
concerning auditing may consider the needs of public for adequate information 
and auditor's past performance.

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HS 75 Motorcycle safety course GS 20 
Introducer: Haworth Sent to Highway Safety 


"To estabitsh a motorcycle operator safety course under the super- 
vtston of the Diviston of Motor Vehicles." Adds new GS 20-7.02 requiring 
Comm'r of Motor Vehicles to establish Motorcycle Safety Course by July 1, 1982. 
Comm'r can contract with public or private agencies to implement course, and 
may exercise same powers and authority over course as now granted him by Art.

Introducer: Barker Sent to Finance 


"To amend the soft drink tax act to eliminate the exemption for tea 
and coffee." Amends GS 105-113.44 to include tea and coffee within definition 
of soft drinks for sales tax purposes. Sets tax rate of eight cents per ounce 
of dry tea powder and six cents per ounce of dry coffee powder or fraction 
thereof. Repeals GS 105-113.49 (current tax exemption for coffee and tea) and 
GS 105-113.65 (tax on soft drink inventories held on Oct. 1, 1969). Requires 
persons having tea or coffee on hand on act's effective date (Oct. 1, 1981) to 
file inventory with Sec'y of Revenue and pay tax due within 20 days thereafter. 


H 1178 Recall of constitutional officers CONSTITUTION 
Introducer: Beam Sent to Constitution 


"To amend the Constitution of North Carolina to allow a recall election 
of members of the General Assembly, executive officers elected on a statewtde 
basts, and judges." Adds new Sec. 11 to Art. VI of the NC Constitution to 
allow voters to petition for recall of any official elected under Art. II 
(Legislature), III (Executive) or IV (Judicial) of NC Constitution provided the 
person has served at least one year of his term and petition contains names of 

at least 25% of voters who voted for Governor in last election in jurisdiction 
(state or district) from which elected official was elected. Requires General 
Assembly to enact general laws to implement provision. Also amends Sec. 1/7, 
Art. IV, NC Constitution (removal of judges by the General Assembly) to allow 
removal by recall election. Requires vote be at next statewide general election 
or statewide primary election, whichever is earlier. 


H 1180 #£=Motor club amendments GS 66 
Introducer: Bobby Etheridge Sent to Insurance 


"To raise emergency road service limits patd by motor clubs and 
assoctattons and to allow the use of credit cards to pay annual fees to motor 
elubs and assoctations." Amends GS 66-49.9(5) to raise limit on emergency 
road service costs from $25 to $50, and adds new GS 66-49.19 to allow annual 
payment of motor club memberships by credit card. 
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H 1182 Car registration tax certification GS 20 
Introducer: , Eliis Sent to Finance 


"To require an appltcant for vehicle registration to certify that no 
delinquent property taxes are owed on the vehtcle and that the vehicle has been 
listed for property taxes." Adds new GS 20-50.2 to require every vehicle owner: 
applying for new or renewal registration to certify on application form furnished 
by Dep't of Transportation (1) the month, year, and county in which the vehicle 
was listed for property taxes (if applicant owned vehicle the previous Jan. 1); 
and (2) that no delinquent county or municipal taxes are due on the vehicle. 

Sets forth form for certification statement. Requires Division of Motor Vehicles 
to refuse to register vehicle if applicant fails to provide information required 
by act. Makes false certification misdemeanor punishable by up to $100 fine 
and/or six months imprisonment. Effective Jan. 1, 1982. 


H 1183 Hunting trap chains restriction Sa tokes 
Introducer: Ellis Wildlife 


"Amending the law relating to chains on hunting traps." Amends GS 113- 
291.6(b) to: (1) remove the restriction that chains on steel-jaw, leghold, or 
connibear traps may not exceed two feet; and (2) limit to steel-jaw and leghold 
traps (now, also applies to connibear traps) the restriction that traps set on 
dry land with solid anchor must have an approved shock absorber if they have a 
chain longer than eight inches. 


H 1184 State worker increase ceiling GS 143, 143B 
Introducer: Jordan Sent to State Personnel 


"To limit the annual inerease in the number of state employees." Adds 
new GS 143-35 to prohibit the total number of state employees from increasing 
by a larger percentage than the percentage rate of population growth for NC in 
that fiscal year. Requires Dep't of Administration to compute percentage rate 
of state population growth and defines "state employee" as any person (1) paid 
wholly or partly from funds appropriated by General Assembly; or (2) employed 
by any state dep't, institution, or agency regardless of source of funding.

H 1185 Insurance information privacy law GS 58 
Introducer: Seymour Sent to Insurance 


"To establtsh standards for the collection, use, and disclosure of 
information gathered tn connection with insurance transacttons by insurers, 
agents, and insurance-support organtzattons." Adds new Art. 34, entitled 
"Insurance Information and Privacy Protection Act'', to GS Ch. 58. Applies to 
insurers or insurance support organizations (defined as those that regularly 
assemble information about natural persons to provide information to an insurer) 
that: (1) for life, accident, or health insurance, collect or maintain inform- 
ation connected with insurance transactions pertaining to natural persons resi- 
dent in NC or engage in insurance transactions with persons who are NC residents; 
and (2) for property of casualty insurance, collect or maintain information in 
connection with insurance transactions involving insurance policies delivered, 
issued or renewed in NC or engage in insurance transactions involving policies 
delivered, issued or renewed in NC. Extends rights under Art. to: (1) for life, 
accident and health insurance, NC residents who are subject of information 
collected or maintained in connection with insurance transactions and persons 
engaging in insurance transactions; and (2) for property or casualty insurance, 
natural persons who are subject of information collected in connection with 
insurance transactions involving policies issued, delivered, or renewed in NC 
and persons engaging in such insurance transactions. 
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Requires insurers to give current and prospective policyholders: 
(1) notice of kinds of information likely to be collected concerning insurance 
application, renewal, reinstatement, or request for change in benefits; or 
(2) notice stating that more details about company's information practices can 
be obtained upon request. Gives individuals right of access to recorded personal 
information and means by which corrections may be requested. Prohibits insurers 
from disclosing personal or privileged information about persons unless insurer 
has individual's consent or when public policy so dictates. Requires companies 
to give specific reasons for an adverse underwriting decision (defined in bill); 
prohibits insurers from seeking information about previous adverse underwriting 
decisions except under certain circumstances and prohibits insurers from basing 
adverse decision solely on previous adverse decision. Prohibits use of pretext 
interview unless insurer fraud is suspected and prohibits investigative consumer 
reports (defined as report on person's character, life style, etc.) about indi- 
viduals unless the person is informed that he may request to be interviewed in 
connection with the report and that he is entitled to a copy of the report. 

Excludes consumer reporting agencies from Art. to extent they are 
already regulated under federal Fair Credit Reporting Act. Provides for Art.' 
enforcement through administrative proceedings by Insurance Comm'r, and equitable 
and legal actions when disclosure is made in violation of Art. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1982. 


H 1186 Mixed drinks price list required GS 18A 
Introducer: Barbee Sent to Alcohol Control 
"To require prices of all mixed beverages to be printed." Amends GS 


18A-30(7) (effective until Jan. 1, 1982) and GS 18B-1007 (effective Jan. 1, 1982) 
to require mixed beverages permittees to have printed prices of "most common or 
popular" mixed beverages offered for sale. Makes violation misdemeanor punish- 
able by up to $500 fine. Effective July 1, 1981. 


H 1187 Designated legislative seats GS 120, 163 
Introducer: Barbee Sent to Election Laws 


"Relative to spectfytng vacancy when filing notice of candtdacy 
for the General Assembly." Amends GS 163-106(d) to require candidate to 
file written statement with county board of election designating vacancy 
to which he seeks nomination when there are two or more vacancies for State 
Senator or State Representative to be filled by primary nomination. Provides 
that votes cast for candidate only to be effective for nomination to vacancy 
for which he has given notice of candidacy. 


H 1188 Courts comm'n membership increased GS 7A 
Introducer: Helms Sent to Courts 


"To amend G.S. 74-506 to add eight additional members to the North 
pepolina Courts Commtsston." Amends GS 7A-506 to increase membership of 
cited comm'n from 15 to 23. Adds following new members: two members appointed 
by Governor, one to be a District Attorney and one a lawyer who is a legislator; 
three members appointed by the Lt. Governor, one to be a regular superior 
court judge and two to be lawyers who are legislators; three members appointed 
by Speaker of the House, one to be a district court judge and two to be 
lawyers who are legislators. Legislator-lawyers to serve four years or until 
they cease to be legislators, whichever is earlier; district attorney and trial 
judges to serve initial terms of two years and successors to serve four years 
or until they cease to occupy their respective offices, whichever is earlier.

"To allow the expunetion or sealing of court records and police records 
tn certain limited circumstances." Repeals Art, 23 (Expunction of Records of 
Youthful Offenders) of GS Ch. 15. Adds new Art. 24 (Criminal Records) to GS Ch. 15 '! 
to permit "expunction" (defined in bill) of certain court and police records (de- 
fined in bill). Permits any person charged with criminal violation or arrested, 
detained, or confined for suspected criminal violation to petition for expunction of: 
(1) conviction if granted pardon of innocence from Governor; (2) charged criminal 
violation if a "not guilty" verdict is entered or charge is dismissed, withdrawn 
or quashed; or (3) arrest, detention, or confinement for suspected violation if 
person was released without being charged. Permits person under age 18 at time 
of conviction for misdemeanor other than traffic violation to petition for ex- 
punction of court and police records after two years from conviction date or 
unconditional release, whichever is later. Permits person convicted of crime 
who has not been convicted of any crime other than a traffic violation to petition for 
sealing (defined in bill) court and police records after expiration of: (1) two 
years from date of conviction or unconditional release, whichever is later, for mis 
demeanor; and (2) seven years from date of conviction or unconditional release, 
whichever is later, for felonies. Permits person who has been granted pardon to 
file petition for sealing any time after pardon has been granted; prohibits criminal 
defendant from having court or police records sealed. Requirements of petition for 
expunction and sealing outlined in bill; specifies court in which petition to be 
filed. Requires that copy of petition be served on appropriate district att'y and 
requires court to conduct a hearing if district att'y files objection to petition 
within 30 days of service. Requires judge to order expunction or sealing if require- 
ments specified in bill are satisfied. Provides that clerk of court where expunction 
or sealing order is entered is to forward certified copy of order to appropriate 
law enforcement agencies. Provides that cost of expunction or sealing are to be 
taxed to petitioner and requires prepayment of those costs before order is executed. 
Provides that if person is not entitled to expunction or sealing of records relating 
to one charge of two or more charges arising from same incident or one charge of two o: 
more considered together for plea negotiation, then he is not entitled to expunction 
or sealing of records for any charge. Provides procedures for disclosure of records 
that are subject to expunction or sealing. Prohibits private employer, educational 
institution state or local gov't from requiring disclosure by person of information 
subject to expunction or sealing order. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1981 but also applies, as specified in bill, to records 
made before that date.

Introducer: Morgan Sent to Judiciary 3 


"Regarding the declarant's and wttnesses' certtficates to a 'ltving 
will.'" Amends GS 90-321(c)(3) to require that witnesses to declaration of 
desire for natural death believe that declarant to be of sound mind. Requires 
that witnesses not know or have reasonable expectation that they would be 
entitled to a portion of declarant's estate upon his death (now, witnesses may 
not be entitled to portion of estate without regard to their knowledge or 
expectation). Amends GS 90-321(d) to make conforming change in declaration of 
a desire for a natural death form. Amends GS 90-321(d) to make conforming 
changes in witnesses' certificate and to require the declarant to appear before 
the clerk and swear to clerk and two witnesses that declaration instrument 
is his and that it was willingly and voluntarily executed. Provides that 
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bill does not affect validity of any such declarations executed before 
effective date. Amends GS 90-322 (procedure for natural death in absence of 
a declaration) to make procedures available to person who is mentally 
incapacitated (now, only if person is comatose and no reasonable possibility 
he will return to cognitive sapient state). Provides that extraordinary means 
may be withheld (now, only allows for discontinuance) if person satisfies 
all other requirements; permits discontinuance or withholding of extraordinary 
means even if vital function of person could be restored by extraordinary 
means (now, extraordinary means may be discontinued only if vital function is 
being sustained by extraordinary means). Effective July 1, 1981. 


H 1192 Human resources teachers salaries Goerlos L435 
Introducer: Fussell Sent to Blind and Deaf 


"To equaltze the salaries of teachers in institutions of the 
Department of Public Instructton and the Department of Human Resources." 
Directs State Personnel Commission to equalize salaries between teachers at 
cited institutions to eliminate discrepancies remaining after implementation 
of Section 19.2 of Ch. 1137, SL 1971 (apparently intends SL 1979), which 
required that teachers in state departments and institutions be subject to 
the salary schedule for teachers in public schools. Effective July 1, 1981. 


H 1193 (Joint Res) Social worker standards study JOINT RES, STUDY 
Introducer: Tally Sent to Rules 


"Directing the Legislative Research Commtsston to study social worker 
standards." Authorizes cited study. Authorizes report to 1982 session, but 
requires final report not later than 1983 session. 


ise LL 95 County comm'r on social services board GS 108 
Introducer: B. Holt Sent to Human Resources 


"To allow a member of a county social services board who ts a county 
commissioner to serve without limitation as to terms on the county soctal 
services board." Amends GS 108-10 and GS 108A-4 (enacted in Ch. 275, SL 1981, 
effective Oct. 1, 1981) to exempt from the restriction that no member of a 
county board of social services may serve more than two consecutive terms, any 
member who was a member of the board of county comm'rs at any time during the 
first two consecutive terms and is a member at the time of reappointment. 


H 1196 Firemen get collective bargaining GS-69, 95, 160A 
Introducer: Messer Sent to Manufacturing 


"To prohtbit strtkes of fire fighters and provide procedures for the 
resolutton of disputes between fire fighters and thetr muntctpal employer." 
States policy that prohibits permanent uniformed members and all employees of 
any paid fire dep't in any city or town from striking, but does not deny fire- 
men all other labor rights aich asright to organize, to be represented by labor 
organization of their choice, and right to bargain collectively on wages and 
other employment conditions. Imposes duty on municipality to bargain in good 
faith with bargaining agent selected by majority of firemen, including duty to 
express any negotiated agreement in the form of a written contract of no more 
than one year's length (or by written agreement, up to three years). 

Arbitration. If bargaining does not result in agreement on a contract 
within 30 days from first meeting, all unresolved issues must be submitted to 
arbitration by a board of three arbitrators, one each selected by bargaining 
agent and municipal employer, and third to be chosen by those two arbitrators 
(or American Arbitration Ass'n, by default). Informal hearing by board must 
be concluded within 20 days after it begins, and written findings and opinion 
based on majority decision are to be delivered to both sides within 10 days 
thereafter. Act specificies factors to be considered by board in their decision. 
Costs of arbitration are shared equally by both sides. 
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Contract. Collective bargaining contract must specifically contain 
strike prohibition. If money is an issue in collective bargaining, bargaining 
agent must give written notice to municipal employer of bargaining request at 
least 120 days before appropriations period for municipality to cover that 
contract period ends. Either side can appeal arbitration board's decision to 
Wake County Superior Court under GS 150A-45 procedures; if court finds appeal 
frivolous, it can award attorney's fees and court costs to successful party 
(plus 8% interest on money award).

"To provide for the severability of the provisions of redistricting 
acts of the General Assembly." Adds new GS 120-2.1 ("Severability of Senate and 
House apportionment acts") and new GS 163-201.1 ("Severability of congressional 
apportionment acts") to provide that all provisions of reapportionment acts of the 
General Assembly are severable in case any are held invalid by a court, if the 
provisions can be given effect without the invalid provision. 


HH. . 1202 Health insurance conversion rights GS 58 


Introducer: R. Hunter Sent to Insurance 


"To require conversion privileges after cancellation of group health 
insurance poltetes and plans." Adds new Art. 26C (Group Health Insurance Con- 
version Privileges) to GS Ch. 58 to provide that a group policy (defined in 
bill) that insures persons for hospital, surgical, or medical insurance on an 
expense-incurred or service basis, other than for specific diseases or only 
accidental injuries, must provide person whose insurance under group policy is 
cancelled for other than nonpayment of premium with a converted policy issued 
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by insurer under whose group policy he was last insured without evidence of 
insurability. Requires that written application and first premium payment must 
be made to insurer not later than 31 days after termination date to be eligible 
for conversion; makes effective date of converted policy the day following group 
policy termination when it is not replaced by policy providing similar coverage 
within 31 days of termination date of immediately preceding group plan. Limits 
availability of conversion to employee or member who has been continuously in- 
sured under group policy during three consecutive months immediately before 
termination date. 

Provides that converted policy premium to be determined in accordance 
with insurer's table of premium rates applicable to age and class of risk and 
type and amount of insurance; permits insurers who issue conversion policies 
to increase part of premium (to be filed with Comm'r of Insurance) applicable 
to hospital room and board benefit increases proportionate to increases promul- 
gated by Comm'r. Provides that premium rates and adjustment for converted poli- 
cies are to be reasonable (defined in bill) and must be filed with Comm'r before 
use. 
Requires converted policy to cover these persons covered by group 
policy on termination date, but authorizes issuance of separate converted policy 
to cover eligible dependents at insurer's option. Provides that insurer is not 
required to issue converted policy to persons who may be covered by Medicare; 
insurer not required to issue converted policy to person who comes within exclu- 
sions specified in bill (benefits available from other sources). Authorizes 
insurer to refuse to renew converted policy or coverage as of any premium due 
date for reasons specified in bill. Provides that insurer may not be required 
to issue converted policy providing benefits in excess of equivalent value of 
hospital, surgical, or major medical insurance under group policy from which 
conversion is made. Provides that converted policy may not exclude as a pre- 
existing condition a condition covered by the group policy, but permits con- 
verted policy to limit benefits as specified in bill. Outlines basic coverage 
plans on expense-incurred basis (three options available) and major medical 
plans (two options available) available under converted policy to employees or 
members depending on type of group policy from which conversion was made. Permits 
insurer at its option to offer alternative plans for group health conversion in 
addition to those required in bill; also permits insurer to make available con- 
verted policies on service basis that satisfies Comm'r if it customarily offers 
individual policies on service basis. Permits converted policy to reduce or 
terminate coverage of person upon his eiligibility for Medicare coverage or 
similar coverage under other state or federal law. Authorizes insurer to 
provide group insurance coverage instead of issuing a converted individual 
policy. Requires notification of conversion privilege to be included in each 
certificate of coverage. 

Applies only to group policies delivered, issued for delivery, or 
amended on or after Jan. 1, 1982.

HOUSE BILLS 


Hv aL36 Bid-rigging made felony (digested in Bulletin No. 17, p. 109) 

Committee substitute adopted in Hduse 6/8/81 completely rewrites 
original bill. Provides that any person (defined in bill to include corporations, 
etc.) who engages in conspiracy or other restraint of trade under GS 75-1 and GS 
75-2 is guilty of a Class H felony (presumptive 3 years) if restraint of trade 
involves: (1) contract for purchase of equipment, services, or materials or for 
construction or repair to be let by a governmental agency; or (2) subcontract for 
purchase of equipment, services, or materials or for construction or repair 
with a prime contractor or proposed prime contractor for a governmental agency. 
Authorizes court to impose fine not greater than $100,000 on convicted individual 
and fine not greater than $1,000,000 on convicted corporation. Provides that 
any such fine may not be deducted on state income tax return. Provides that person 
convicted may not be eligible to enter into a contract with any gov't agency as 
contractor or subcontractor for period in court's discretion not greater than three 
years from date of conviction. Provides that person convicted may not be employed 
by corporation that engages in public construction or repair contracts with gov't 
agency for period, in court's discretion, not greater than three vears from date 
of conviction. Grants court authority to direct contractor's licensing board to 
suspend license of convicted contractor for period not greater than three years 
from date of conviction. 

Provides that person may not serve as member of any contractor's licensing 
board if he has been convicted of crime involving: (1) conspiracy in restraint 
of trade in violation of GS 75-1 or GS 133-21 or similar charges in any federal 
or other state court; or (2) bribery in violation of GS 14-218 or 14-353 or similar 
charges in any federal or other state court. Provides that any gov't agency may 
suspend for a period not greater than three years from conviction date any person 
or that person's subsidiary or affiliate from: (1) bidding to agency; (2) being 
subcontractor to contractor for agency; and (3) being a supplier to agency if 
person or any officer, director, or agent of that person has been convicted in 
any court of charges of engaging in conspiracy or other acts in restraint of trade. 
Permits gov't agency to temporarily suspend such persons formally charged with 
engaging in conspiracy or other acts in restraint of trade in any court. 

Permits gov't agency entering into contract that has been subject of 
unlawful conspiracy to have right of action for damages against participants 
in conspiracy. Provides that the measure of damages is to be gov't agency's 
choice of actual damages or ten percent of contract price to be trebled in accord 
with GS 75-16. Provides that cause of action accrues at time of discovery of con- 
spiracy by gov't agency that entered into contract and that action must be brought 
within three years from date of accrual. Authorizes reward from gov't agency to 
person who reports knowledge of acts committed in violation of GS 75-1 or GS 75-2 
involving contract with gov't agency. 

Permits gov't agency by agency rule to require noncollusion affidavits 
from all prime bidders; provides that failure to provide affidavit is grounds 
for disqualification of bid. Makes it Class H felony for person to commit per- 
jury in any such affidavit. Makes it a misdemeanor for certain contractors 
specified in bill to make gifts to officer or employee of gov't agency charged 
with duties specified in bill and for such officers or employees to accept such 
gifts. Does not prohibit gift and receipt of honorariums for participating in 
meetings, advertising items of nominal value, or banquet meals, but requires that 
such gifts knowingly made or received must be reported to agency head if sare 
are made by person eae business directly or indirectly with recipient's gov't 
agency. Authorizes gov't agency responsible for letting public contracts to pro- 
mulgate rules concerning confidentiality of: (1) agency's cost estimate for any 
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public contract before bidding; and (2) identity of contractors who have obtained 
proposals for bid purposes for a public contract. 

Effective 60 days after ratification.

"To provide for ltens on personal property stored at self-service 
storage faetltttes." Adds new Art. 4 (Self-Service Storage Facilities) to 
GS Ch. 44A to grant owner of "self-service storage facility" (defined in bill) 
and his heirs and assigns a lien upon all personal property located at such 
facility for present or future rent and other charges in relation to personal 
property and for expenses necessary for its preservation and incurred in its 
. disposition. Provides that lien attaches on date personal property is brought 
, to self-service storage facility and makes lien superior to any other lien 
or security interest. Outlines procedure for owner's satisfaction of lien 
for a claim that has come due; includes notice to the "occupant" (defined in 
bill) that describes the property, advertisement of sale if payment not made 
within specified time, and opportunity for occupant to redeem property by 
paying amount necessary to satisfy lien and reasonable expenses incurred 
before sale.

"To tnerease the penalties for tntenttonally setting forest fires and 
to tnerease reward for evtdence suffictent for conviction under forest fire 
statute." Amends GS 14-136 (setting fire to grass and brushlands and woodlands) 
to provide that if intent to damage property of another is shown, then the 
person is to receive a minimum sentence of at least one year and a maximum as 
provided for a Class I felony (maximum five years, presumtive two years) for a 
first offense and a minimum sentence of at least two years and a maximum as 
provided for a Class H felony (maximum 10 years, presumptive three years) for 
a second offense.

"To ratse the exctse taxes on intoxtcating liquors and to retain all 
proceeds therefrom in the General Fund." Amends Art. 2C, Schedule B-C (Intoxi- 
cating Liquors Tax) of Subch. I, GS Ch. 105 to make following changes in tax 
rates on liquor: (1) raise additional tax on sale of malt beverages to 
$13.22 (now, $7.50) per 31 gallon barrel and 47.038¢ (now, 26.688¢) per gallon; 
(2) raise tax on sale of unfortified wine to 24.99¢ (now, 21¢) per liter and 
1.488¢ (now, 1.25¢) per liter on wine manufactured in NC principally from NC 
fruits or berries; (3) raise tax on sale of fortified wine to 33.36¢ (now 24¢) 
per liter and 1.738¢ (now, 1.25¢) on NC product; (4) raise tax on spirituous 
liquor to 33.75% (now, 22.5%) of retail price. Changes allocation of taxes 
collected on unfortified wine from 62% to 52.1% and fortified wine from 22% 
to 15.827% of .total collections to the local gov'ts in which sales are made. 
Amends GS 105-113.88 to raise bond limits on wholesale distributors or importers 
from $5,000 to $75,000 (now, from $1,000 to $50,000). Amends GS 105-113.86 to 
lower discount on total excise tax due on sale of malt beverages and wine from 
4% to 3%. Requires all persons subject to Intoxicating Liquors Tax who, on 
act's effective date of July 1, 1981, have any liquor on hand to file complete 
inventory within 20 days and pay Sec'y of Revenue a tax based on new rates set 
by act. 


H 1216 #£Home place eligibility exclusion GS 108A 
Introducer: Payne Sent to Health 


"To allow the preservation of the home place." Amends GS 108A-55 
to exclude the person's primary place of residence and land on which it is 
situated, plus real property contiguous with the person's primary place of 
residence with property tax value of up to $6,000, from consideration in 
determining whether person has insufficient resources to provide a reason- 
able subsistence compatible with decency and health. Amends GS 108A-77 to 
make same exclusion when determining whether person has sufficient resources 
to provide necessary medical care. Effective Oct. 1, 1981. 


H 1217 #£,.\Nonsupport penalty increased GS 14 
Introducer: Payne Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To tnerease the penalty for nonsupport." Amends GS 14-322 (aban- 
donment by husband or parent) to provide that a convicted defendant is punish- 
able by fine, up to two years imprisonment or both (now, $500 fine, imprison- 
ment for not more than six months, or both, for first offense and above 
punishment for second offense). Effective Oct. 1, 1981. 


H 1218 #£=Infant civil procedure rule repeal GS 1A 
Introducer: Payne Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To repeal Rule 17(b)(6) of the Rules of Civil Procedure dealing 
with eapactty to prosecute or defend certain domestte law cases." Repeals 
cited rule which provides that an infant who is competent to marry and who is 
18 or over is competent to prosecute or defend an action or proceeding for 
divorce, alimony, custody or child support without the appointment of a 
guardian ad litem. 


H 1219 Highway financing study STUDY 
Introducer: Mavretic Sent to Rules 
"To require a study of highway financing." Requires Sec'y of Trans- 


portation and ten-member joint select committee (five Senators appointed by Lt. 
Governor and five House members appointed by Speaker) to conduct study indicated 
in title. Requires Sec'y to study costs of design, construction, and resurfacing 
of state highways and proportionate share of highway costs attributable to each 
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class of persons and vehicles using highways. Requires select committee to 
evaluate procedures for determining equitable allocation of highway costs and 
any special studies necessary to investigation of highway costs. Requires 
select committee to report its finding to General Assembly and Sec'y within 90 
days of ratification; Sec'y to use findings as guidelines for conducting his 
study of highway costs. Requires Sec'y to report plan for LVS Geant to 
General Assembly within 180 days of ratification; requires Sec'y to make PhO 
gress report to General Assembly on or before June 15, 1982. Requires Sec'y 
to report findings and recommendations of study to General Assembly no later 
than Dec. 15, 1982. Sec'y of Revenue is required to study existing highway 
user charges and taxes and possible alternatives. Requires Sec'y of Revenue 
to make interim report of findings and recommendations to General Assembly 
within 180 days of ratification and on or before June 15, 1982; requires final 
report to General Assembly on or before Dec. 15, 1982. 


H 1220 ABC revision tax changes GS 18A, 105 
. Introducer: Morgan Sent to Finance 


"To amend the ltquor taxatton statutes to conform to the reviston 
of the aleoholie beverage control laws enacted by Chapter 412 of the 1981 
Sesston Laws, and to make technical and clarifying changes to Chapter 412." 
Generally revises Article 2C of GS Ch. 105 to conform to changes in ABC law 
made by Ch. 412, SL 1981 (codified as GS Ch. 18B, effective Jan. 1, 1982, 
except for election provisions which are already effective). Continues present 
state, county, and city revenue licenses in present form with same fees except 
for changes in terminology required by GS Ch. 18B and for consolidation of 
some licenses (beer and wine bottlers consolidated to one license, for example, 
consistent with change made by GS Ch. 18B). Does not alter excise tax rates. 

Amends GS Ch. 18B to specify NC residency as requirement for all 
permits except new nonresident beer and wine vendor permits and vendor represent- 
ative permit for person serving as agent for one of those vendors. Thus brewery, 
winery, wholesaler, importer and bottler permits to be restricted to residents, 
with nonresident breweries, wineries, wholesalers, bottlers, and importers 
desiring to sell in NC to obtain nonresident vendor permit for $25. Nonresident 
vendor may sell only to wholesalers, importers, and bottlers. Vendor represent- 
ative permit also to cost $25. State revenue license for nonresident vendor to 
be same as now for nonresident manufacturer or wholesaler, $150 per year, but 
reduced fee of $25 per year allowed if nonresident vendor does not sell more 
than 100 cases in NC. Vendor representative to pay $12.50 annual salesman 
license fee, but only one fee required regardless of number of vendors represented. 

Also adds specification in various sections of GS Ch. 105 that licensed 
retailer may purchase only from resident wholesaler or importer licensed under 
tax article. 

Adds provision to tax article authorizing Sec'y of Revenue to suspend 
or revoke licenses for up to three years for violation of tax or GS Ch. 18B 
provisions. 

Continues provisions making issuance of local licenses mandatory with 
same exceptions as present law. 

Makes various technical amendments to GS Ch. 18B, and provides that 
provisions of GS Ch. 18B making publicly-owned convention centers eligible for 
various permits (on-premises beer and wine, mixed drinks) take effect July 1, 1981. 
Technical amendments include specification that permits not transferable, restor- 
ation of requirement in present law that mixed beverage permittee must buy 750 ml. 
or larger bottles, and clarifying that cities and counties merging their ABC 
boards may negotiate size of board. 

Tax provisions effective Jan. 1, 1982. Amendments to GS Ch. 18B 
effective upon ratification (which generally means they follow the effective 
date of GS Ch. 18B, which is Jan. 1, 1982, except as stated above).

"To repeal radio microwave speed-measuring instrument procedures." 
Repeals Ch. 1184, SL 1979 that: (1) required Criminal Justice Education and 
Training Standards Comm'n to establish training and certification standards 
for operators of speed measuring instruments and instructors of speed-measuring 
instrument training programs; (2) required comm'n to approve use of specific 
models and to establish procedures for testing accuracy of instruments; and (3) 
established rules governing admissibility of results of speed-measuring instru- 
ments. 


S 650 Driver's license revocation notice GS 20 
Introducer: Garrison Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To provide for service of notice of revocation of operators' 
lteenses and vehicle registrattons by matl or publtcatton and to delete the 
requtrement that ptckup orders be served by law enforcement officers." 

Amends GS 20-29 to provide that pickup notices for drivers' licenses or revo- 
cation or suspension of license notices may be served in accordance with 

GS 20-48 (personal delivery or by mail). Amends GS 20-45 to provide that 
Division of Motor Vehicles is not required to take possession of ‘any document 
(title certificate, license, etc.) that has been revoked, suspended, or 
erroneously issued, but permits Division to notify owner or licensee of its 
authority to take possession and require that person to surrender document 

to Comm'r of Motor Vehicles. Provides that person who fails to surrender 
document after notice has been given in accordance with GS 20-48 is guilty of 
misdemeanor; provides that such person who later seeks to transfer title, 
renew registration, or obtain or renew document must pay a $100 restoration fee 
in addition to regular fee. Requires that revenue derived from such restora- 
tion fee to be placed in separate Licensing and Registration Revocation Fund 
and that such monies are to be used to defray costs of notifying persons; 
permits Governor to order payment of excess funds to Highway Fund. Amends 

GS 20-48 to provide that notice by publication may be given when notice by 
personal service or mail is returned undelivered. Outlines requirements for 
adequate notice by publication. Amends GS 20-111(4) to provide that service of 
demand for surrender of title certificate, registration card, or registration 
number plate must be in accordance with GS 20-48; provides that person who 
refuses to surrender above items must pay restoration fee required by GS 20-45 
before issuance or renewal of document or plate. Makes similar change to 

GS 20-312. 

Applies to any revocation, cancellation, suspension, or other demand 
by Comm'r issued on or after Jan. 1, 1982. 


S 651 Up cigarette tax for social programs GS 105 
Introducer: Marvin Sent to Finance 


"To tnerease the ctgarette tax three cents per pack and to distribute 
the inereased revenue to counttes to be used for health and social services 
programs." Amends’GS 105-113.5 to: (1) raise the tax on! sale or possession 
for sale of cigarettes from two to five cents per pack; and (2) direct the 
Sec'y of Revenue to distribute 60% of the revenue collected from cigarette 
tax to counties in accordance with their population for use by counties to 
fund health and social services programs authorized under Art. 13, GS Ch. 
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153A or under GS 153A-445(a) (5) and -445(a) (6). Amends GS 105-113.7 to tax 
cigarette inventory on hand at act's effective date with increase provided by 
act, and requires tax payment within 20 days of effective date. 
Effective June 1, 1981. 


S 652 Industrial comm'n public records GS 97 
Introducer: Jenkins Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To make the records of the Industrial Commtsston open to the public." 
Amends GS 97-92(b) to provide that Industrial Comm'n records are to be open 
to the public (now, records that refer to accidents, injuries, and settlements 
are not open to public, but only to the parties satisfying comm'n of their 
interest in the records and their right to inspect). Provides that terms of 
settlement agreements are not open to public inspection if the employee 
requests in writing that they be closed; makes employee's medical records 
that have not been received in evidence at a hearing open to public only 
‘upon employee's written authorization. Provides that comm'n records that have 
been closed before bill's ratification are only open to public upon employee's 
written permission. 


S 653 Industrial comm'n independent auth'y GS 97, 143B 
Introducer: Jenkins Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To clarify the independence of the Industrtal Commtsston from the 
Secretary of Commerce tn the appointment of deputy commtsstoners and tin the 
exerctse of tts quast-juditctal functions." Amends GS 143B-431 to provide 
specifically that Industrial Comm'n in appointing deputies pursuant to GS 97-79(b), 
in supervising, directing and discharging such deputies, and in all aspects of 
the exercise of its authority to hold hearings and issue orders, shall operate 
independently of the Dep't and Sec'y of Commerce.

S 657 UMeredit card interest increased GS? 24 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Banks 


"To amend G.S. 24-11 relating to revolving credit." Amends 
GS 24-1l(a) to raise from 1.5% to 1.75% the aggregate monthly interest, charges 
and fees which may be charged on the extension of credit under an open-end 
credit or similar plan on the unpaid balance of the previous month or the 
average daily balance outstanding during the billing period. Effective 
30 days after ratification. 


S 658 Mobile home adjustable financing GS 24 
Introducer: Garrison Sent to Banks 


"To authorize the use of vartable and adjustable rate loans for 
finaneing mobile or manufactured homes." Adds new GS 24-1.1B to provide: 
(1) credit sales of mobile homes or manufactured homes (as defined in 
GS 143-145(7)) or loans for their purchase secured by a first lien on the 
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home or a first or second mortgage on real estate may be at a fixed rate of. 
interest or at an adjustable rate; (2) if at an adjustable rate, adjustments 
must be based on yield of US Treasury securities or other index expressly 
approved by the Federal Home Loan Bank Board or the Comptroller of the 
Currency; (3) adjustments may not exceed one-half percent a year for any six- 
month period, or, if annual, one percent annually per year; (4) rate may not be 
adjusted during first six months of loan or more often than every six months;

"To permit taxpayers to recetve ad valorem tax credit in the 
anount of the assessed value of real property conveyed to a county for the 
purpose of credit." Adds new GS 105-359.1 to allow taxpayer to convey to 
county any real property he owns provided: (1) conveyance is by general 
warranty deed, conveys unencumbered fee simple absolute title, and taxpayer

Amends GS 14-45.1(a) to provide that abortions in 
first 12 weeks of pregnancy may be performed in hospitals or approved clinics 
and in the first 20 weeks only in hospitals (now, first 20 weeks in hospitals 


sar clinics). 


S 664 Drinking age to 21 referendum GS 18A 
Introducer: McDuffie Sent to Election Laws 


"To authorize a binding referendum on the question of whether to 
ratse the legal drinking age." Rewrites GS 18A-8, subject to voter approval 
at Nov. 1982 referendum and effective Dec. 1, 1983, to prohibit any person 
under 21 from buying or possessing any liquor (now, must be at least 21 to 
buy or possess spirituous liquor or fortified wine and must be at least 18 
to buy or possess malt beverages or unfortified wine).

S 656 Avery gross receipts tax allowed-2 AVERY 
Introducer: ,Baker Sent to Finance 


"To authorize Avery County to hold a referendum on levying a county 
privilege license tax measured by gross recetpts." Allows Avery County Board 
of Comm'rs to levy privilege tax on every person operating a: (1) business 
that charges a fee for access to a scenic attraction; (2) ski slope; or (3) 
golf course. Sets maximum tax of 2% of a business's annual gross receipts 
and exempts Avery County from requirements of GS 105-66(c) (local privilege 
tax on such businesses cannot exceed amount of state tax). Requires that one- 
half of tax proceeds be deposited in Highway Fund and be used by Dept. of 
Transportation to maintain and develop secondary roads in Avery County. Makes 
above provisions effective only uponfavorable majority vote in county referendum; 
allows county comm'rs to call an election for May 4, 1982. If majority of 
voters approve, act effective upon certification of election results. 


S 659 Protect waterfowl near reservoir NASH 
Introducer: Alford Sent to Local Government 


"Protecting waterfowl within a 500 yard radius of the Rocky Mount Tar 
River reservotr tn Nash County." Makes it unlawful to take ducks, geese, brant, 
and swans on or from Rocky Mount Tar River Reservoir or on or from land within 
500 yardsof reservoir property (property fully described in bill). Makes it 
unlawful to take such birds from other property if birds are on or over the 
above area. Makes it unlawful to destroy, rob, or molest the eggs, nests, 
or breeding places of such birds on or in area described above. Makes viola- 
tion a misdemeanor punishable by up to $500 fine, imprisonment for not more 
than 30 days, or both. Effective Oct. 1, 1981. 


S 660 Beaufort navigation regulation CARTERET 
Introducer: J. Thomas Sent to Nat & Econ Resources

PUBLIC BILLS INTRODUCED

ee ie 37 Forest Resources to Agriculture GS 113, 143B 
Introducer: Taylor Sent to State Government 


"To transfer the Divitston of Forest Resources and the Divtston of 
Sotl and Water Conservation, and related boards, from the Department of Natural 
Resources and Community Development to the Department of Agriculture." Deletes, 
renumbers or amends numerous sections of GS Ch. 143B and 106 to transfer Division 
of Forest Resources, Division of Soil and Water Conservation and Forestry Council 
from Dep't of Natural Resources and Community Development to Dep't of Agriculture 
by a type I transfer as defined in GS 143A-6(a) and Soil and Water Conservation 
Comm'n by a type II transfer as defined in GS 143A-6(b). Substitutes 'Depart- 
ment of Agriculture" for "Department of Natural Resources and Community Develop- 
ment'' in numerous cited sections and "Commissioner" of Agriculture for "Secretary" 
of NRCD in numerous cited sections, and provides that every other statute referring 
to Dep't of Sec'y of NRCD in relation to forest resources, soil and water conserva- 
tion or related activities is amended to refer instead to Dep't or Comm'r of 
Agriculture. 

Amends GS 143B-296 (to be renumbered 106-22.3) to provide that Comm'r 
of Agriculture (now, Governor) appoint chairman of Soil and Water Conservation 
Comm'n. 

Amends GS 143B-309 (to be renumbered 106-22.6) to provide that members 
of Forestry Advisory Council to be appointed by Lt. Governor or Speaker (now, 
Governor), to provide that Comm'r of Agriculture (now, Governor) appoint chair- 
man from membership to serve two-year term (now, pleasure of Governor), and to 
remove provisions for lengths of terms of members and for removal. 

Amends GS 113-34 regarding acquisition of land by donation or 
condemnation to split authority as follows: Dep't of NRCD to have authority 
over land for game refuges, public shooting grounds, state parks, state lakes 
and recreation areas, and Dep't of Agriculture to have authority over lands for 
forestry and soil and water conservation purposes. Amends GS 113-35 (sale of 
state timber, control of parks) and GS 113-40 (donations of property) to effect 
same split of authority. 

Provides that appropriations made to NRCD for activities covered by 
bill are transferred to Agriculture and that regulations adopted by Sec'y or 
Dep't of NRCD or subordinate agency are adopted as regulations of Dep't of 
Agriculture and are continued in full force and effect until amended or repealed. 

Provides that employees transferred from NRCD o¥ other agency to 
Agriculture remain in same position at same salary with same duties until 
changed by Comm'r of Agriculture, and that members of comm'ns or agencies 
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remain such until successors appointed. ! 
Effective July 1, 1981. Sec'y of NRCD to provide for completion of 


transfer of all affected property by Oct. 1, 1981. 


H 1238 (House Res) LRC study needs of women STUDY, HOUSE RES 
Introducer: Adams Sent to Rules 


"Authorizing the Legtslative Research Commisston to study the econ- 
omte, soctal and legal problems and needs of the women of the State of North 
Carolina." Authorizes LRC to study potential impact of federal budget cuts 
on women and dependent children, residual sex discrimination contained in 
common law and administrative proceedings in NC, extent to which recommenda- 
tions of the 1977 LRC Report on Sex Discrimination have been implemented, 
and related matters. Comm'n to be composed of 12 members: four Senators 
appointed by President Pro Tempore; four Representatives appointed by Speaker; 
Director of Council on the Status of Women; and one member each to be appointed 
_ by Governor, Lt. Governor and Speaker from following groups: working female 
heads of household, displaced homemakers, and minimum social security recipients 
or low income women (husband present) who are working or looking for work. 
Comm'n to report findings and recommendations to Second Session, 1982. 


He 1239 Drunk driving auto forfeiture GS 20 
Introducer: Ligon Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To provide for forfetture of motor vehicles used in commtsston of 
the offense of drtving under the influence and reckless driving whtle tntoxt- 
cated." Adds new GS 20-139.2 to provide that a motor vehicle used in the com- 
mission of a violation of GS 20-138 or -139 (driving under influence of intoxi- 
cating liquor or drugs) and GS 20-140(c) (reckless driving after drinking) is 
subject to forfeiture, except: (1) motor vehicle used as common carrier, 
unless owner consented to violation; (2) vehicle used without consent of owner 
or if owner did not know and had no reason to believe vehicle was being used in 
violation; and (3) vehicle as to which trial judge finds forfeiture inappropriate. 
Seizure to be upon process issued by trial court, unless incident to arrest or 
subject to search with warrant or vehicle has been the subject of prior judgment 
in a criminal injunction or forfeiture proceeding. Law enforcement agency 
which seizes vehicle responsible for storage until other dispostion ordered by 
judge. Vehicle may be returned to owner pending forfeiture proceeding upon 
execution of bond. Dispositions of forfeited vehicles to be pursuant to 
GS 90-112(d). Effective Oct. 1, 1981 and applies to vehicles seized on or after 
that date. .

Introducer: Barbee Sent to Rules 


"Directing the Secretary of Transportation to prepare rules and 
regulations regarding the removal of vegetation obscuring businesses and 


legally erected forms of advertising." As title indicates. 
Hit zed Charlotte farmers market funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Foster Sent to Appropriations 


"Appropriating funds to the North Carolina Department of Agriculture 
to establish a regional farmers market at Charlotte." Appropriates $250,000 
from General Fund to Dep't of Agriculture for fiscal 1981-82 for purpose 
indicated in title, provided equal amount of matching non-state funds provided. 
Effective July 1, 1981.

ae Oy (Joint Res) Banking committees meet in interim JOINT RES, STUDY, 
Introducer: Mills GS 53,54,120 


Sent to Rules 


"Authorizing joint meetings of the Senate Committee on Banking and the 
House Committee on Banks and Thrift Institutions during the interim period 
between sesstons of the 1981 General Assembly." Authorizes cited committees 
to meet jointly to study impact of 1981 changes in NC banking law and legisla- 
tion pending at end of 1981 session and to recommend appropriate legislation 
to 1982 session. 


S 676 Rate bureau jurisdiction changes GS 58 
Introducer: Mathis Sent to Insurance 


"To make technical changes and clartftcattons regarding the jurts- 
dtetton of the North Carolina Rate Bureau." Amends GS 58-124.17(3) to 
provide that Rate Bureau has no jurisdiction over excess workers' compensation 
insurance for employers who are self-insurers; farm buildings other than dwell- 


'ings; farm personal property; travel trailers; residential property insured in 


multiple line policies covering business activities as primary insurable 
interest; and marine, general liability, burglary and theft, glass and animal 
collision insurance except when coverage written as integral part of multiple 
line insurance policy for which there is indivisible premium. Amends GS 58-131. 
36(11) to make Art. 13C of GS Ch. 58 (Regulation of Insurance Rates) apply to 
all kinds of policies stated above except for worker's compensation self- 
insurers; amends GS 58-366(b) to exempt same policies from Art. 33 of GS Ch. 58 
(Readable Insurance Policies). Amends GS 58-124.17(5) to require that when 
workers' compensation insurance risk is certified to Bureau as difficult to 
place, Bureau binds coverage for 30 days upon receipt of application with an 
estimated or deposit premium payment (now, will fix initial premium subject to 
approval of Insurance Comm'r, and coverage not effective until premium paid). 
Effective July 1, 1981. 


S 677 Engineer disciplinary hearings GS 89C, 150A 
Introducer: Hardison Sent to Judiciary 2 


"Regarding disciplinary hearings for engineers and surveyors." 
Amends GS 89C-22(b) to allow charges heard by State Board of Registration for 
Professional Engineers and Land Surveyors to also be heard by a hearing officer 
(now, requires all hearings to be held by Board within three months from date 
on which they were referred). 


S 678 Highway patrol weapons funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Raynor Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds to the Department of Crime Control and Publte 
Safety for the purpose of purchasing rifles and related equipment for the North 
Carolina State Highway Patrol replacing obsolete weapons." Appropriates 
$100,000 from General Fund to Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety for 
fiscal 1981-82 for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1981. 


S 679 Asheboro/Randolph state office funds APPROPRIATION = 
Introducer: Walker Sent to Appropriations 


"To provide certain funds for state use of a portion of the new 
Asheboro/Randolph Chamber of Commerce Building." Appropriates $125,000 for 
fiscal 1981-82 from General Fund to Division of Travel and Tourism for use of 
part of cited building and parking lot near state zoo. Effective July 1, 1981.

S 680 High speeding penalty lowered GS 20 ae 
Introducer: ,Allred Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To set masctinum punishment for certain speeding offenses." Amends 
GS 20-141 to provide that a person convicted of operating a vehicle on an 
interstate highway in excess of 55 miles per hour and less than 65 miles per 
hour is to pay a fine of one dollar per mile over the speed limit up to a 
maximum five dollar fine. Permits violator to pay by mailing the fine to the 
clerk of court in the county where the case would be tried. Provides that no 
points are to be assessed pursuant to GS 20-16 for above violation.

H 1242 Lenoir ABC law enforcement CALDWELL 
Introducer: Robinson Sent to Alcohol Control 


"To authorize the City Board of Alcoholte Control of the City of 
Lenoir to contract with the City of Lenotr to provide law enforcement of the 
Liquor laws." Amends Ch. 398, SL 1963 to allow (now, requires) city ABC board 
to employ ABC enforcement officers and allow board to contract with City of 
Lenoir to provide one or more officers to enforce liquor laws; such officer(s) 
must be designated by city police chief.

S 673 Rex hospital trustees WAKE 
Introducer: Creech Sent to Local Government 


"To inerease the allowable number of trustees of Rex Hospttal and to 
alter the method of appointment of satd trustees." Amends Ch. 361, SL 1973 to 
provide that Rex Hospital Board of Trustees to be composed of at least seven 
and no more than 11 trustees (now, composed of seven trustees). Requires 
additional appointees to be appointed in same manner as provided for filling 
vacancies if Board determines that more than seven trustees are needed. Provides 
that vacancy may occur by failure to remain a resident of Wake County (now, 
"removal from City of Raleigh") and provides that nominations are to be by 
Board of Trustees (now, Raleigh City Council) and to be appointed by Raleigh 
City Council. 


S 674 Marshall UDAG powers MADISON 
Introducer: Clarke Sent to Local Government 


"To add the Town of Marshall to Chapter 1190, Sesston Laws of 1979." 
Amends Sec. 3, Ch. 1190, SL 1979 (2nd Session) to add Marshall to list of towns 
authorized to participate in Urban Development Action Grant Program and to 
lend or grant moneys received from US Dep't of Housing and Urban Development 
to private developers.

Aweras Sexual child abuse amendments (original bill digested in Bulletin No. 

27, p. 180; committee substitute #1 adopted in House 5/29/81 

digested in Bulletin No. 97, p. 869) 

Committee substitute #2 adopted in House 6/12/81 makes following sub- 
stantive changes in committee substitute #1: (1) deletes proposed amendment to 
GS 7A-517(1)(c) that would have included within definition of “abused juvenile" 
any child under age 18 whose parent or person responsible for his care commits, 
permits, or encourages any act with or by the juvenile in violation of the law 
regarding the making, distributing,or showing pornographic or obscene materials 
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or performances; (2) amends GS 7A-549 to provide that physician or medical 
facility administrator may only retain temporary custody of a child suspected 
of being abused (committee substitute #1, included children suspected of being 
neglected or dependent) who is brought for medical treatment; (3) amend GS 7A-549 
to permit physician or facility administrator to retain custody of such a child 
only when authorized by chief district court judge of the district or his 
designee; requires physician's written certification to include time and date 
that judicial authority is granted and requires that copy be appended to his 
judicial records; (4) amends 7A--549 to limit time that child may be retained 
in custody to 12 hours (committee substitute #1, 24 hours) from time and date 
contained in written certification; and (5) provides that juvenile petition filed 
by county director of social services after he makes specified findings must 
set forth supporting claims of alleged abuse. 


H 415 House districts specified (digested in Bulletin No. 42, p. 297) 
Committee substitute adopted in House 6/12/81 provides for the follow- 
ing districts and number of Representatives (noted in parentheses) beginning in 
1982 election: District 1 (2): Camden, Chowan, Currituck, Dare, Pasquotank, 
Perquimans, Tyrrell and Washington counties; District 2 (1): Beaufort and Hyde counties;

H 650 Archaeological preservation act (digested in Bulletin No. 57, p. 437) 
Committee substitute adopted in House 6/12/81 makes following substan- 
tive changes in original bill: (1) generally transfers act's responsibilities 
from Dep't of Cultural Resources to Dep't of Administration but requires Dep't 
of Administration to consult with Dep't of Cultural Resources; (2) deletes 
proposed position of state land manager from act's provisions; and (3) provides 
that notification in proposed GS 70-5.4(d) is not considered a disclosure to 
the public under proposed GS 70-5.9 (confidentiality). 


H 715 £Unmarked burial protection (digested in Bulletin No. 57, p. 442) 
Committee substitute adopted in House 6/12/81 makes following substan- 
tive changes in original bill: (1) amends proposed GS 70+6.2 to provide that 
purpose of bill is also to protect unmarked human burials and human skeletal 
remains from vandalism; (2) amends definition of "professional archaeologist" 


to mean a person with degree specified in bill and who has (a) minimum of one 
——————————————— 
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year's experience in conducting basic archaeological field research and _(b) 
designed and executed an archaeological study and presented written results of 
such study; (3) amends definition of "skeletal analyst" to mean a person with 
degree specified in bill and who has (a) minimum of one year's experience in 
conducting laboratory analysis of skeletal remains and (b) designed and executed 
a skeletal analysis and present written results; (4) amends proposed GS 70-6.4(b) 
to require that agricultural or construction activities that encounter unmarked 
human burials or human skeletal remains must immediately stop disturbance 
(original bill, only required to stop within a radius of 50 feet of point of 
discovery); (5) amends proposed GS 70-6.4(c) to provide that professional 
archaeologist directing long-term systematic archaeological research sponsored 
by accredited NC college who recovers native american skeletal remains are 
exempted from specified provisions in bill if archaeologist follows procedures 
outlined in bill; (6) amends proposed GS 70-6.5(d) to require Chief Archaeologist 
to make arrangments with landowner for protection or removal of unmarked burial 
or skeletal remains within 48 hours; but at end of 48 hours has has no authority 
over the remains and may not prohibit resumption of activities without landowner's 
permission (original bill, Chief Archaeologist required to determine whether 
excavation is necessary within two full business days after assuming responsi- 
bility for remains); (7) amends proposed GS 70-6.6 to require Chief to either 
designate staff member or authorize another professional archaeologist to 
excavate or supervise the excavation if agreement is reached with landowner for 
excavation (original bill, Chief to designate member of staff or other profes- 
sional archaeologist to excavate if he determines it to be necessary); (8) 
amends proposed GS 70-6.6 to require Dep't of Cultural Resources to request the 
affected landowner's consent for access to land and, if consent is not granted, 
to give him an opportunity to be heard before the issuance of the administrative 
inspection warrant; (9) amends GS 70-6.8 to provide that the remains are to 
be handled according to the wishes of the next of kin if no agreement is reached; 
(10) amends GS 70-6.9 to delete requirement that professional archaeologist and 
skeletal analyst include expected results in proposal submitted to Chief; 
(11) deletes registration requirements of proposed GS 70-6.11; (12) provides 
that owner of land on which unmarked burial or remains are found may not be 
required to bear cost of excavation, removal, analysis, or disposition (original 
bill, party effecting removal to bear cost of archaeologist with the actual and 
reasonable cost not to exceed’ $500 per skeleton); (13) amends proposed GS 70-6.11 
to requireexpense of transportation of Native American remains to reburial loca- — 
tion to be borne by party removing remains, but makes ceremony responsibility of 
Comm'n of Indian Affairs; (14) provides that human skeletal remains acquired 
through medical means are not subject to GS 70-6.12 (prohibited acts); makes 
such violations a Class H felony; and (15) provides that specified criminal 
provisions do not apply to professional archaeologists. 


H 944 Medicaid property transfers (digested in Bulletin No. 77, p. 665) 

Committee substitute adopted in House 6/12/81 makes following changes 
in origina} bill: (1) change from two years to one year (or unless some other 
time period is mandated by controlling federal law), the period of time before 
an application is filed in which property transfers covered by bill will affect 
eligibility; (2). sets out (original bill directed Social Services Comm'n and 
Dep't of Human Resources, as applicable, to enumerate by administrative rule) 
types of property the transfer of which is covered by bill (includes real 
property, intangible personal property, non-essential vehicles, non-income 
producing business equipment, boas, and motors); (3) changes the standard from 
convincing evidence to greater weight of evidence for claimant to overcome pre- 
sumption that covered transfers of property were for purpose fo achieving eligi- 
bility; (4) adds a rebuttable presumption in determining the fair market value 
of transferred property that such value is the most recent property tax value; 
(5) provides that if there has been more than one transfer of covered property 
by a recipient of covered aid or by an applicant within one year of the appli- 
cation, the date for determining the beginning of the consequent period of 
ineligibility under the act is the midpoint between the first and last trans- 
fer (original bill, date of last transfer); and (6) act applies to applications 
pending on effective date (Oct. 1, 1981), except it does not apply to transfers 
of personal property made before ratification. 
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H 1041 #£=°Promotional contests regulation (digested in Bulletin No. 88, p. 773) 

Committee substitute adopted in House 6/12/81 makes following changes 
from original bill: (1) removes "the object of the promotion" as a required 
disclosure; (2) requires disclosing "on whose behalf the contest or promotion 
is conducted" (original bill, "the identity of the promoter"); (3) exempts..from 
coverage promotions in which all that is required of participant is that he 
call in entry by telephone or be present at a locally-held drawing to deter- 
mine winners; (4) provides that, to extent representations covered by bill are 
made on radio or TV, required disclosures need not be made if information is 
available to persons on request without charge; and (5) provides that bill 
does not create any liability for publisher, owner, agent or employee of a 
newspaper, periodical, radio or TV station or cable system or other. advertising 
medium arising out of publication of any advertisement or promotion governed 
by bill if such person did not know advertisement or promotion violated bill. 


H 1043 Moore County hunting referendum (introduced May 18) 
Amendment adopted in House 6/12/81 makes technical correction. 


H 1098 Domiciliary home bill of rights (digested in Bulletin No. 95, p. 842) 
. Committee substitute adopted in House 6/12/81 makes clarifying changes 
and (1) adds to list of residents' rights freedom from chemical and physical 
restraint except for emergencies when such treatment is authorized for 
specified period of time by a physican according to clear medical need; (2) 
allows various notices required by act be given to resident's responsible 
family member or guardian (original bill, only to family member); (3) pro- 
vides that Dep't of Human Resources (Dep't) (original bill, Division of 
Facility Services) shall ensure compliance with Art., and adds new provision 
- requiring county social services director to make annual report to Dep't about 
number of substantiated violations of Art. and number of those referred to 
Dep't for resolution; and (4) requires Domiciliary Home Community Advisory 
Committee to prepare annual report to board of county comm'rs (now, to Division 
of Aging) with copy to Dep't. 


H 1121 Airport, seaport financing-constitution(digested in Bulletin No. 97, 
p. 865) ; 
Amendment adopted in House 6/12/81 makes technical change and deletes 
‘authority of public bodies to acquire property under act by eminent domain. 


H 1127 Presumptive sentencing factor (digested in Bulletin No. 97, p. 866) 
Committee substitute adopted in House 6/12/81 makes aggravating 
factor the sale or delivery of a controlled substance to a minor (original 


bill, sale of drugs to a minor). 


H 1151 Judgment docket entries amendments (digested in Bulletin No. 101, p- 908) 
Amendments adopted in House 6/12/81: (1) require judgment creditor 
who receives payment to file notice of payment with court clerk within 60 
(original bill, 30) days after receipt of payment; (2) makes clerk (original 
bill, judgment creditor) responsible for forwarding certificate of payment to 
clerks in other counties to whom transcript of judgment has been sent; (3) 
allows judgment debtor to sign written authorization for cancellation of 
judgment upon full payment in lieu of cancellation of judgment by judgment 
creditor; and (4) provides that if judgment creditor fails to file notice 
required by act within 30 days after written demand by debtor, he may be required 
to pay a civil penalty of $100 plus attorney's fees and any loss caused to 
debtor by such failure.

Amendment adopted in House 6/12/81 changes effective date from July l, 
BeoeetacOct..L,' L981. 


SENATE BILLS 


Sit bee) Statutes of limitation amended (digested in Bulletin No. 23, p. 155; 
amendments adopted in Senate 4/10/81 digested in Bulletin No. 63, p. 523) 
Committee substitute adopted in House 6/12/81 makes following changes 
from original bill: (1) starts the limitation period running at the later of 
the specific last act of defendant giving rise to cause of action or substantial 
completion of the improvement (original bill contained only first date); (2) removes 
as an action specifically included in bill one to recover damages for negligent 
construction or repair of an improvement to real property; (3) adds as an action 
included in bill one seeking damages caused by promisor's negligent or wilful act in 
performance of contract; (4) provides that the three- and two-year limitations of 
GS 1-52 and 1-53 respectively, apply to actions covered by bill's six-year limita- 
tion, but that for actions within bill the limitation period of GS 1-52 does not 
begin until the injury, loss, defect or damage becomes apparent or ought reasonably 
to have become apparent; nonetheless, the six year limitation from last act or 
substantial completion provided in bill still applies; (5) provides that limitation 
prescribed by bill applies to-exclusion of limitation period provided in GS 1-52(16) 
(as well as GS 1-15(c) and 1-47(2) in original bill); (6) removes provision that 
if any part of bill is held invalid, the invalidity does not affect other portions 
which can be given effect without the invalid provision; (7) removes provision 
specifically stating that bill does not amend or repeal GS 1-17; (8) makes bill 
effective Oct. 1, 1981 rather than at ratification, and provides that bill does 
not affect pending litigation.

Act or equivalent amount which would be required under this Article when the

in section prohibits voluntary repayment of any amount owed by employee to

minimum wage rate pay state minimum wage if it is greater than required federal 
subminimum rate; and (10) makes act effective Oct. 1, 1981 (original bill, 
effective July 1, 1981).

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 6/17/81 completely rewrites 
original bill by changing it to a joint resolution directing Legislative Research 
Comm'n to study marijuana penalties and to study the feasibility of expanding 
district court jurisdiction to process cases involving the possession of larger 
quantities of marijuana. Requires comm'n to report to 1982 session. Effective

S 416 Certificate of need law amendments (original bill digested in Bulle-

Amendment adopted in House 6/17/81 changes amendment of GS 131-176(17) 
to include increases in approved capital expenditures which exceed expenditure 
minimum in the definition of "new institutional health services." 


S 443. Hazardous waste management act (original bill digested in Bulletin 

No. 66, p. 545; committee substitute #1 adopted in Senate 5/8/81 

digested in bulletin No. 82, p. 716; amendment adopted in Senate 

5/15/81 digested in Bulletin No. 87, p. 767; committee substitute #2 

adopted in Senate 5/20/81 digested in Bulletin No. 90, p. 799) 

. Committee substitute #3 adopted in House 6/17/81 adds following substan- 
tive provisions to Senate committee substitute #2: (1) adds two appointees of 
affected local government (city or county) to Waste Management Board when a site 
is being considered under pre-emption sections and requires record of pre-emption 
decisions to include any minority reports of board; (2) provides for Governor 
also to make the four findings prescribed for the Waste Management Board (rather 
than a finding that a site is or is not "in the public interest"), and provides 
for scope of judicial review of Governor's decisions to be limited to questions 
of abuse of discretion; (3) directs board to study and promote retrievable above- 
ground storage, and adds finding that encourages alternatives to landfilling 
of hazardous wastes; (4) adds to statement of legislative intent a provision 
invalidating local ordinances that prohibit or have the effect of prohibiting 
approved hazardous or low level radioactive waste facilities; (5) adds require- 
ment that Dep't of Human Resources notify local governments within five days 
after receiving permit applications; (6) provides for board to direct state 
agencies to develop relevant data requested by affected local government; (7) 
requires board by Jan. 1, 1983 to report to General Assembly and Governor on 
desirability of strict liability standard for persons involved in storage, trans- 
portation, treatment or disposal of hazardous or low-level radioactive wastes; 
(8) requires notice of entry on lands to test sites to be given as prescribed 
in GS 1A-1, Rule 4; and (9) allows state hazardous waste rules and standards to 
be more comprehensive than federal program as to acceptable water table levels, 
location relative to water supplies and population centers and buffer zones. 

In its present form, S 443: (1) establishes a 15-member Waste Manage- 
ment Board to oversee the state's hazardous and low-level radioactive waste 
programs, with two local appointees added to the board for purpose of pre- 
emption decisions only (below); (2) establishes procedures for state acquisition 
of landfill sites for hazardous or low-level radioactive wastes, and for lease 
of the sites to commercial operators for the life of the landfills, with the 
lessee responsible for damages, insurance, etc. and with a fund to defray post- 
closure care and monitoring costs; (3) establishes procedures for state pre- 


emption of local ordinances that prohibit, or have the effect of prohibiting, 
hazardous or low-level radioactive waste facilities, upon specified findings by 


the new board, subject to review by the Governor and the courts; repeals conflict- 
ing local acts; (4) authorizes cities and counties in which facilities are 

located to recoup their additional costs through privilege license taxes; spells 
out new requirements for hazardous and low-level radioactive waste permits; 

raises maximum civil penalties for violations; makes changes in related laws on 
pollution control, motor carrier highway safety, industrial revenue bonds, 

income tax amortization allowances, and corporate franchise taxes; and (5) 
contains the provisions adopted in the House Committee Substitute as summarized 

in the preceding paragraph. 
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S ats Brown lung claims, tax credit (digested in Bulletin No. 79, p. 684) 

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 6/17/81 amends Sec. 1, Ch. 
1305, SL 1979 as follows: (1) provides that claims for "brown lung disease” 
that can be proved under GS 97-53(13) are to be compensable regardless of the 
employee's date of last injurious exposure or date of disability (now, only 
covers date of last injurious exposure); (2) provides that payments made by the 
employer or its insurance carrier to any employee for brown lung disease claims 
for disability (original bill, to compensate for the disease of byssinosis) 
occurring before July 1, 1963 may be claimed as a tax credit for taxes levied 
under GS 97-100 or GS 105-228.5; and (3) requires that Attorney General is to 
be given prior written notice and an opportunity to be heard in any case to 
which the tax credit may apply.

to GS 105-164.16 that would have required sales and use tax return to include 

estimate of that portion of gross retail sales and purchases subject to use tax 
that are attributable to motor vehicle parts, accessories and lubricants and that 
portion of sales and purchases attributable to other products; makes conforming 
change by deleting proposed GS 105-164.16A; (4) adds new GS 105-164.44A to

same period over the fiscal year that preceded it (above provisions are effective 

only if additional tax revenues are generated for the General Fund by legislation 

enacted by 1981 General Assembly,’‘and if such estimated revenues generated in 1981- 

82 do not equal $59,000,000 the amount transferred will be in proportion of the 

estimated total new revenue to that amount; ratio established will be used in 

future years); and (5) amends GS 20-119 to provide that upon the issuance of a 

special permit for an oversize or overweight vehicle by the Dep't of Transportation 

an applicant is to pay a fee of $5 for a single trip permit and $25 for an annual 
permit issued for a single vehicle; provides that person or firm who operates more 
than one vehicle may receive an annual permit for all oversize or overweight 
vehicles operated by that person or firm by payment of annual fee based on 

schedule specified in amendment; provides that vehicle required to obtain over- 

weight permit is not to be charged additional fee for oversize and vice versa; 
provides that subsection does not apply to farm equipment or machinery being 

used at the time for agricultural purposes or to house moving provided for 

under Art. 16 of GS Ch. 20; fees are not to be assessed for permits for over- 

size and overweight vehicles issued to US or NC governmental bodies if vehicle 

is registered in name of such body.

GS 128-24(3a) (no person who becomes a local gov't employee may become a member 
of cited retirement system after age 62) and GS 135-3(6) (no person who becomes 

a teacher or state employee may become a member of cited retirement system after 
age 62). Amends GS 128-24(5)c and 135-3(8)c to provide that if a beneficiary 
who retired on an early or service retirement allowance is restored to service, 
then his retirement allowance must stop and he again becomes a member of the 
system and he must contribute at the uniform contribution rate payable by all 
members. Provides that upon such person's subsequent retirement he is entitled 
to allowance described in bill. Adds new GS 128-26(e) and 135-4(p) to provide

"To amend Article 24A of Chapter 58 of the General Statutes, relating 
to mutual burtal associations." Amends GS 58-241.7(2) to require each vacancy 
on Mutual Burial Ass'n Comm'n be filled by comm'n submitting two nominees to 
all burial ass'n operators in NC for election (now, vacancies filled under comm'n 
rules and regulations provided each operator is eligible to vote). Amends 
GS 58-241.9 to allow mutual burial ass'ns to sell their members funeral benefits 
over $200 payable only in cash but requires such sales be subject to all appli- 
cable insurance laws; requires that all ass'n policies sold for $200 or less 
continue to be administered by Ass'n Administrator and subject to all provisions 
of Art. Allows any out-of-state mutual burial ass'n or insurance company to 
purchase assets of, or merge with, NC chartered ass'n provided the out-of-state 
ass'n or insurer complies with all applicable NC laws and Mutual Burial Ass'n 
Comm'n rules. Effective on ratification, except raises annual assessment for 
each ass'n for state ass'ns's budget from $50 to $100, effective July 1, 1981. 


HY L277 Contiguous sanitary district merger GS 130 
Introducer: Quinn ‘ Sent to Health 


"To provide for the merger of two contiguous sanitary districts." 
Adds new GS 130-156.5 to allow merger of two contiguous sanitary districts 
generally as follows: (1) board of comm'rs of each district must adopt common 
plan of merger including name of new or successor district, board members who 
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will initially serve, and other necessary matters; (2) merger is effective only 
if approved by majority of voters of each of the two districts; (3) sets forth 
ballot form; (4) if voters approve, merged district takes effect on following 
July 1; if voters disapprove election on same. question may not be held until 
at least one year following previous vote; (5) upon merger, duties of new 
district include: acquisition of all property belonging to previous boards, 
assumption of all judgments and liens in favor of either earlier district, 
assumption of all fees owed to and obligations of either district, etc.; and 
(6) requires board of county comm'rs to request appropriate board of elections 
to conduct election and requires notice be given under GS 163-33(8) (general 
notice provisions for elections conducted by county elections boards).

Introducer: Jordan Sent to Education 


"To reduce class stze by one pupil per year for four years starting 
tn fall 1983." Amends GS 115C-301(d) (Ch. 423, SL 1981) to require local boards 
of education to reduce maximum class sizes by one pupil per year for four 
years according to the following schedule: (1) July 1, 1983--maximum 32 
students per teacher for upper elementary grades; and maximum 34 students per 
class for high school and junior high school teachers; and (2) above numbers 
are to be reduced by one upon receipt of allotments on July 1, 1984, 

July 1, 1985, and July 1, 1986. Amends GS 115C-301(d) to provide that (1) the 
maximum class size may be computed by grade for a local school administrative 
unit; and (2) the maximum class size for any one teacher may not exceed the 
allowable class size maximums by more than ten percent. Provides that for 

fiscal 1983-84 through 1986-87 the number of classroom teachers for which state 
funds are appropriated may not be less than the number for which funds are appro- 
priated for fiscal 1982-83. 


Hy 22, School supervisory personnel cut GS 115 
Introducer: Jordan Sent to Education 


"To reduce indirect staff for public schools by two percent per year 
for four years starting tn fall 1983." Provides that, for each fiscal year 
from 1983-84 through 1986-87, the number of personnel positions for which funds 
are appropriated by Dep't of Public Instruction staff, State Board of Education 
Controller's Office staff, and specified school supervisory personnel (super- 
intendents, associate and assistant superintendents, classified principals, 
supervisors, instructional support positions, teacher aides, clerical assistants, 
and building custodians) is to be reduced by 2% per year from number of personnel 
positions for which funds were appropriated for fiscal 1982-83. Effective 
iting a3 L931 . 


H 1288 Nurse practice act amendments GS 90 
Introducer: P. Hunt : Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To make certain technical amendments to the Nurse Practice Act." 
Amends Sec. 2, Ch. 360, SL 1981 as follows: (1) provides that terms of two 
public members appointed by Governor to NC Board of Nursing are to be for one 
year (now, two years) and two years (now, three years); (2) provides that 
five (now, four) persons elected to a three-year term on Board of Nursing 
must include following: (a) one nurse educator (now, not required); (b) 
nurse employed by physician primarily engaged in the private practice of 
medicine (now, physician-employed nurse); and (c) registered nurse employed 
by a skilled or intermediate care facility (now, not required to be a registered 
nurse); and (3) makes technical changes. Effective July 1, 1981.

Authorizes study described in title, which must include: (1) docu- 
mentation concerning current practice and needs for duty-free periods for public 
school teachers; and (2) analysis of probable costs. Allows comm'n to make 
interim report to 1982 session.

Introducer: Barnes Sent to State Government 


"To codify the rules of evtdence."” Adds new GS Ch. 8B to the General 
Statutes as title indicates. Sets out rules of evidence substantially identi- 
cal to the Federal Rules of Evidence, with some exceptions. Some of the excep- 
tions include: (1) proposed Rule 301 provides that a presumption in a civil 
case imposes on the party against whom it is directed the burden of proving 
that the nonexistence of the presumed fact is more probable than its existence 
(Federal Rule 301 does not shift the burden of proof); (2) proposed Rule 412 
(evidence of prior sexual behavior of a rape or sex offense victim) is sub- 
stantially similar to GS 8-58.6, not Federal Rule 412; (3) proposed Rule 609 
limits use of convictions for impeachment purposes to those involving perjury,

appeal while Federal Rule 609 allows them; (5) proposed Rule 611 generally 
provides that the scope of cross-examination is not limited by the scope of 
direct examination (Federal Rule 611 states that cross-examination should be 
limited to matters on direct examination and matters affecting credibility) ; 
and (6) proposed Rule 613 does not contain Federal Rule 613's provision limiting 
the use of extrinsic evidence of a witness's prior inconsistent statement. 
Effective generally only to actions and proceedings begun on or after

Requires obligations contain statement 
on their face that Authority is not obligated to pay principal or interest ax twee 
from Authority revenues, income, or assets. 

ve new GS 143B-456.1 to allow issuance of obligations for "special 
user projects" , defined as any land, equipment, renovations, additions, etc., used 
in connection with commercial businesses specified in bill and primarily for use 
of private parties. Allows obligations to finance such construction be sold with 
out regard to interest limits of GS 24-1.1. Allows financing agreement to give 
Authority remedies if obligor defaults, including reentry and repossession of 
the special user project.

"To amend the North Carolina Constitution to declare downtown devel- 
opment projects to be a public purpose and to permit the tssuance of tax inere- 
ment bonds without voter approval." Amends Art. 5 of NC Constitution to permit 
General Assembly to enact laws authorizing cities to define territorial areas in 
or near the central business district and to borrow money, without voter approval, 
to finance public activities in downtown development projects within those 
areas. Provides that when such a territorial area is defined the current assessed 
value of taxable property in the area is to be determined, and the property in

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SUMMARY OF SENATE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1981-83 BUDGET 


The Senate yesterday adopted committee substitutes for S 29 and S 30, 
the state current operations and capital improvements budgets for fiscal years 
1981-83. The original budget proposals of the Governor and the Advisory Budget 
Commission are summarized in Bulletin No. 7, p. 43. 

The total state budget is approximately $5.75 billion in 1981-82 and $6 
billion in 1982-83. The’ General Fund provides $3.3 billion in 1981-82 and $3.5 
billion in 1982-83, the Highway Fund $522 million in 1981-82 and $533 million 
in 1982-83, and federal funds $1.44 billion in 1981-82 and $1.5 billion in 1982- 
83. The rest of the funds come mostly from receipts and an estimated General 
Fund credit balance of $131.3 million at the end of fiscal 1980-81. General 
Fund revenues are estimated to increase by 10% in 1981-82 over 1980-81 and by 
11% in 1982-83 over 1981-82. Highway Funds are estimated to increase by 23.2% 
in 1981-82 over 1980-81, but no increase is expected in 1982-83. 

Many of the expansion budget items in the original budget proposals have 
been deferred for consideration in the fall 1981 session, including a pay 
increase for teachers and state employees and reduction in class size in grades 
4 through 6. In addition, approximately $20 million each year hhas been deleted 
from the original base budget proposals. ; 

Supplemental increases (items not in the original budget) in the current 


operations budget are approximately $23.5 million in fiscal 1981-82 and $10.1 


million in fiscal 1982-83. There is an $11.9 million increase in the capital 
improvements budget for 1981-82 but a $7.5 million decrease in 1982-83. 

Summarized below are major supplemental increases and decreases (figures are 
rounded off) in the current operations and capital improvements budgets approved 
by the committee. All are increases unless otherwise noted. 


Retirement and health benefits: (1) $2.2 million in each year to adjust retiree 
cost-of-living increase enacted in 1980; (2) $332,000 in 1981-82 and $232,000 to 
modify rule of 85; and (3) $7.57 million in 1981-82 to pay increased cost of 
hospital and health.insurance. wee ae 

General Assembly: (1) $1 million in 1981-82 as reserve for renovations and 
repairs; (2) $5,000 in 1981-82 as reserve for moving expenses. 

Administration: (1) $4.1 million in 1981-82 for state office building in Char- 
lotte but $500,000 decrease in 1981-82 and $5 million decrease,in 1982-83 in 

the original bill for the same project; (2) $250,000 decrease in 1981-82 for 
advance planning for state office building in western NC. 

Agriculture: (1) $199,400 in each year for aflatoxin testing; (2) $2.5 million 
in 1981-82 for horse show facility in Raleigh and decrease of $150,000 for 
facility in 1982-83; (3) $1.65 million in 1981-82 for horse show facility in 
Asheville. 

Commerce: (1) $414,000 in 1981-82 for NC exhibit at Knoxville World's Fair; 

(2) $150,000 for matching promotion funds for Knoxville's World's Fair but 
decrease of same amount iin original budget. 

Human Resources: (1) $1.72 million in each year to cover costs of Willie M. 
court decision (emotionally disturbed children); (2) $5.67 million in 1981-82 and 
$5.29 million in 1982-83 for increased rates for rest homes. 

Natural Resources, and Community Development: $3.4 million in 1981-82 for beach 
erosion control, restoration, and hurricane flood protection and beach access. 
Public Schools: (1) $5 million in 1981-82 for fuel cost increases; and (2) 
$239,000 for each year of 1981-83 biennium to cover costs of Willie M. court 
decision (emotionally disturbed children). 

Secretary of State: $26,000 for each year to improve telephone system. 

State Auditor: $174,000 for each year for additional pon LORE to comply with 
federal audit mandate. 

UNC Board of Governors: decrease of $2.4 million in 1981-82 in capital improve- 


ments budget. 
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ijGENERAL AND SPECIAL PROVISIONS 


The general and special provisions of the committee substitute (S 29) are 
the same as the original bill except for the provisions summarized below. Each 
provision listed here is new.

State employee pay increase: To be a top priority when legislature returns in 
Fall tool. 


State employees hospital and medical insurance: Provisions (legislators formulate 
plan) identical to those of S 732, digested in Bulletin No. 118, p. 1234. 


State employee lunches, travel, car use: GS 138-6(a)(3) amended to provide that 
state employees may be reimbursed for lunches away from duty station only when 

an overnight stay is required or when cost of lunch is part of registration fee 
for conference that involves active participation by employees of more than one 
agency and is necessary for conducting official state business. GS 138-6 amended 
to require prior written approval before cost of overnight travel may be reim- 
bursed to state employee; statement of prior approval to be attached to reimburse- 
ment request and such request must be filed for approval within 30 days after 
travel. GS 138-6(a)(1) amended to provide that no reimbursement is to be made 
for use of personal car to commute from home to work station for regularly 
scheduled hours; any designation of home as work station to require prior Office 
of Budget and Management approval annually. 

Shift premium pay: Shift premiums authorized for pay grades through 69 (through 
73 if medically related). State Personnel Comm'n to adopt shift premium pay 
schedule. May request authorization to pay shift premium to higher pay grades

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allowance precedes 65th birthday or the completion of 30 years creditable 
service, "whichever is smaller", member to pay 1/2% of highest annual salary 
paid during last four years of service to member's account in Annuity Savings 
Fund; provisions to be funded by increase in employer contribution rate, and 
remain effective only through June 30, 1983 and be applicable to members whose 
retirement becomes effective before June 1, 1983. 


III. Department of Transportation and highway programs 


Highways: Following anticipated Highway Fund revenues certified: $520,400,000 
for fiscal 1983-84 and $513,100,000 for 1984-85. 

Highway contract bids: Dep't of Transportation required to solicit bids for 
professional engineering or other services, when contract over $10,000, in connec- 
tion with highway construction or repair. 
Right-of-way acquisition: GS 136-44.11 amended to add provision that requests 

to Board of Transportation for right-of-way acquisition funds include estimated 
time schedule to complete purchases related to a specific project and proposed 
date to award construction contracts for project; if anticipated construction 
date if more than two years beyond estimated completion of right-of-way purchases, 
approval of both board and Governor required. ; 

Highway equipment fund: Unencumbered liability of Highway Current Fund to High- 
way Equipment Fund on June 30, 1981 is cancelled, to be offset by transfer of 
inventory of repair parts from Current to Equipment Fund; depreciation funds 
budgeted for 1981-83 to be authorized budget for equipment purchases by Equipment 
Fund and may be increased only with Governor's approval. 

Highway crew size: Dep't of Transportation is directed to reduce crew-size 
standards in Division of Highways and make standards state-wide; dep't to report 
new standards to General Assembly by Oct. 1, 1981, and number of positions to 

be eliminated under new standards, anticipated savings, and service level impact. 
Highway surfacing: Dep't of Transportation is directed to monitor comparative 
costs of recycled and new plant-mixed asphalt through bid alternates on resur- 
facing project specifications. 

Highway construction review: Dep't of Transportation is directed to conduct high- 
way cost allocation study to consider costs of rights-of-way, construction, and 
maintenance attributable to various classes of users; interim report to be made 
to General Assembly by May 1, 1982 and final report by March 1, 1983; Board of 
Transportation to review annual construction program under GS 136-44.4 to prepare 
revised cost estimates, reassess need for each project and eliminate projects 
which cannot be justified on objective bases of high traffic demand, highway 
safety and other board-established criteria; report due to General Assembly by 
March. 1,-1982. 

Highway report: Dep't of Transportation is directed to report to each member ‘of 
General Assembly by March 1 of each year previous fiscal year's allocations and 
expenditures for maintenance and construction. 

Federally eligible road projects: GS 136-44.2 amended to provide that no feder- 
ally eligible construction project may be funded entir with state funds unless 
the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations has given its prior 
approval or has failed to act within 60 days of receiving Dep't of Transporta- 
tion's request for approval. GS 120-75 amended to provide that Lit. Governor and 
House Speaker are to be cochairmen of Joint Legislative Committee on Governmental 
Operations (Speaker was Vice-Chairman) and GS 120-76 is amended to give comm'n 
power to approve or deny Dep't of Transportation requests for funding of federally 
eligible construction projects under GS 136-44.2.

Council 
of State directed to limit use of regular license tags on state vehicles 
because practice is subject to abuse; Council to report to General Assembly by 
May 1, 1982 number of individuals in each dep't assigned such tags and reason 
for their use. :

School Employee Personnel Comm'n: State Board of Education not empowered to 
implement comm'n recommendations without legislative appropriation for that 
express purpose. 

School buses: Appropriations in 1981-83 budget to Dep't of Public Education for 
contract transportation to serve exceptional children may be used by local boards 
to purchase buses. 

Special education: Local board of education where group home, foster home or 
similar facility is located to bear cost of free appropriate public education for 
child with special needs in such a facility. State Board of Education to use 
state and federal funds appropriated for children with special needs to set up 
fund to reimburse local boards for the educational costs. Local boards not 
obligated to bear any cost for care and maintenance of a child with special need 
in such a facility. State board to adjust additional per pupil allocation 
formula during 1981-82 and 1982-83 school years to reflect amount of funds avail- 
able for program for children with special needs. 


Emotionally, mentally or neurologically handicapped minors: $1,965,130 appro- 
priated for each year of biennium to provide treatment for these people, members 
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of class identified in Willie M., et al. v. Hunt, et al. Dep'ts of Human 
Resources and Public Education to report to legislature and Governor by Oct. 1, 
1982 on size of class, numbers served and not served (by county), treatment 
provided and its cost and information on impact of treatment and education 
offered to class. 

Class size: Maxima of 26 pupils per class in kindergarten through third grade, 
33 in grades 4-8 and 35 in grades 9-12. State Board of Education authorized to 
change allotment formulas as necessary to achieve these class sizes and directed 
to assure compliance by local boards. Exception set out in certain circumstances 
for grades K-3. 

Teacher performance: Adoption by State Board of Education of uniform perform- 
ance standards and criteria to be used in evaluating professional public school 
employees, amndated by Ch. 423 of SL 1981, delayed from July 1, 1981 to July 1, 
1982. During period of delay, the standards and criteria to be tested in up to 
24 local units. Test scores to be used as one of many measures of performance. 
Community colleges: State Board of Community Colleges to study particular high- 
cost specialized programs at Wilson Tech, Cape Fear Tech, Haywood Tech, and 
Johnston Tech to determine method of nonformula funding to meet direct operating 
costs. Report to be made to Joint Appropriations Committee of 1982 session, and, 
if approved, to be used by Dep't of Community Colleges in formulating 1983-85 
budget request. 

Private college assistance: Legislature intends by end of fiscal 1986-87 to pro- 
vide for the private college student assistance programs within NC a reasonable 
per-student funding level comparable to the per-student state appropriation during 
the preceding fiscal year for institutions of the Universtiy of North Carolina. 
UNC utilities sale: Investment income earned on proceeds from sale and lease of 
real and personal property disposed of pursuant to Ch. 723, SL 1971 and Ch. 983, 
SL 1975, Second Session 1976 (utilities owned by university) to be credited to 
General Fund. 

Extension education: UNC Board of Governors to report to 1983 session by March 
1, 1983 on steps taken to establish a uniform system for classification, fee 
structure and costs of Extension Instruction Programs within university system. 
Hospital request for social security numbers: NC memorial Hospital to make 
verbal and written request of each patient to disclose his social security number 
and to deny benefits, rights and privileges to the hospital to any patient who 
will not disclose, to extent permitted by federal law or regulations. 


VI. Human Resources 


Medicaid: Effective Oct. 1, 1981, skilled nursing facility participation in 
Medicare program to be a condition of participation in NC Medicaid skilled 
nursing facility program. Division of Medical Assistance to have ready for 
implementation by Oct. 1, 1981 a prospective reimbursement plan, to become effec-~ 
tive 10 days after recess of fall session unless disapproved by legislature. 
Increases in Medicaid rates for physicians, dentists, chiropractors, optometrists, 
and podiatrists not to exceed 7% in each year of biennium. 

Domiciliary care facilities: Rates allowed domiciliary care facilities raised 
$30 per month, effective July 1, 1981, and another $30 effective Jan. 1, 1982. 
Counties not required to pay any of this increase. Division of Sdcial Services 
to prepare new uniform accounting system for facilities, to be implemented by 
Jan. 1, 1983. Enforcement to be by court order or by suspension of license.

Amends GS 75A-9 (mufflers) to 
require that: (1) every internal combustion engine used on a motorboat with 
inboard-outboard propulsion must exhaust through the propeller and (2) every 
internal combustion engine used on inboard motorboats with 'V' drives having 
jets or propeller propulsion exhausting through or over the transom must 
exhaust underwater or through automotive type sealed muffler as described in 
bill; exempts motorboats with original propulsion machinery made before 1970. 
Makes violation of either provision a misdemeanor punishable as follows: (1) 
for first violation, imprisonment not exceeding 30 days or fine not over $50; 
(2) for second violation, fine not over $100 or (apparently) both imprisonment 
and a fine; (3) for third and subsequent violations, fine not over $500 and/or 
imprisonment not over six months for each violation. Applies only to Mecklen- 
burg County.

"To revise the manner of electton of the Wake County Board of Commis- 
stoners." Repeals Ch. 1034, SL 1957, and Ch. 792 and 1223, SL 1959, and 
provides that cited board shall consist of seven members until Dec. 6, 1982, and 
thereafter nine members. Divides county into nine districts to be the same 
districts as those established for the Wake County Board of Education. Provides 
that candidates shall be nominated by district and elected by the entire county 
in accordance with Option C, GS 153A-58(3)c. Comm'rs in districts 4 and 5 are 
to be elected in 1982, and comm'rs in the other districts are named in bill. 

All comm'rs will serve four-year staggered terms after 1984. Provides that 
elections are to be on partisan basis and in accordance with GS Ch. 163.

It allows 
companies writing such insurance to individually file rates with the Comm'r 
under present "file and use" system. It requires price competition, defines and 
prohibits unfair trade practices and anti-competitive acts, and establishes stand- 
ards for excessive and unfairly discriminatory rates. It allows aggrieved 
persons unsatisfied with any premium rate, plan, or underwriting rule and a 
company's respense to his complaint to request a hearing before the Comm inet 
sets monetary penalties and allows suspension of company licenses for violation 
of the Art. 

New Art. 12E continues the present system for compiling and filing 
rates for workers' compensation by the NC Rate Bureau (now, under Art. 12B, 
which is repealed). 

Amends various subsections of GS 58-131.35 and 58-131.36 to place the 
regulation of residential property insurance rates, classifications, and policy 
forms under Art. 13C of GS Ch. 58 (now, Art. 13C governs only commercial prop- 
erty and casualty! insurance lines). It adds a new GS 58-131.61 to prohibit 
unfair trade practices by insurers regulated under Art. 13C (residential property, 
commercial property, and casualty insurers). 

Repeals GS 58-30.3 (prohibiting insurers from basing any standards or 
rating plans for private automobiles on the age or sex of the insured) and 
GS 58-30.4 (requiring NC Rate Bureau to promulgate a basic classification plan 
for private automobiles, mandating certain classifications, prohibiting basing 
classifications on age or sex of insured, and setting out} certain permissible 
bases of classifications). It provides that risks may be ,classified in any 
reasonable way but may not be based on race, color, creed or national origin, 
and brings over the permissable classifications from GS 58-30.4 that are deleted 
b eC ie provides that no insurer mav refuse to insure on the basis of | 





age, sex, residence, race,color, creed, national origin, marital status, or 
lawful occupation. It also requires insurers to provide insureds with a read- 
able explanation of their classifications. 

The foregoing provisions would become effective on July 1, 1982. 
Insurers could begin individual filings with the Comm'r on Jan. 1, 1982, but 
only policies written or renewed on and after July 1, 1982, would be affected. 

A cap on automobile insurance rate increases is provided, and the cap 
is equated with the percentage increase in the Urban Consumer Price Index. 

The cap would expire on July 1, 1982. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1981, all Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Facility losses 
will be recouped only by surcharging policies to which Safe Driver Insurance 
Plan points have been assigned. Effective Jan. 1, 1982, recoupment for losses 
since 1979 and the clean risk recoupment will end; and on March 1, 1982, the 
Facility Policy surcharge (pre-1979 losses) will end. Facility losses from those 
dates on will be reflected in base premium rates and will be subject to the 
Comm'r's approval.

Seventeenth District Split. Amends GS 7A-41, -60, and -133, effective 
Sept. 1, 1981 to split the 17th Judicial and Prosecutorial District into Districts 
17A (Caswell, Rockingham) and 17B (Stokes, Surry). A resident'superior court 
judge and a district attorney are added for District 17A, to be appointed by the 
Governor. Two of existing four assistant district attorneys are allocated to 
each district; the four district court judges are to serve in both districts 
until December 1982, at which time two are to be assigned to each district. 

Third Prosecutorial District Divided. Amends GS 7A-41 to provide that 
in the 3rd Judicial District, one of the existing eight assistant district 
attorneys is to be designated "acting district attorney" by the Governor, effec- 
tive Sept. 1, 1981 to serve in Carteret, Craven, and Pamlico Counties only, and 
one of the secretaries is allocated to the acting district attorney.

District Court Judges and Magistrates. Amends GS 7A-133 to add two 
district court judges in District 10 and one each in 15B, 20, 24, and 26.

Lenoir, Macon, Moore, Northampton, Onslow, Orange, Person, Richmond, Sampson, 
Scotland, Stanly, Surry, Vance, Warren,Wayne, Wilson, and Yadkin. Adds two in 
Durham, Forsyth, Guilford, Mecklenburg, and New Hanover, and three in Wake.

Appellate Defender. Adds new Art. 38, GS Ch. 7A, creating the position 
of Appellate Defender, who is licensed attorney appointed by the Governor to 
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serve from Oct. 1, 1981 until June 30, 1985 and thereafter for four-year terms, 
and who is subject to removal under the same procedures as district attorneys. 
Defender may accept appointment to represent indigent criminal defendants sub- 
sequent to conviction,,; but must not accept caseload which would impair quality 
of defense. Defender is subject to supervision of Chief Justice. Other duties 
include maintaining a repository of briefs available to private lawyers repre- 
senting indigents; and providing continuing legal education to attorneys who 
represent indigents. The Defender may appoint staff as authorized by Adminis- 
trative Office of the Courts (AOC) to be funded (along with,equipment, offices, 
training, etc.) by AOC. AOC is permitted to accept property purchased by Appel- 
late Defender,Project of NC. Requires Defender to keep records and make reports 
as AOC requests. AOC required to provide necessary funds and authorized to set 
salaries. This Art. becomes effective Oct. 1, 1981 and expires June 30, 1985. 

Allocation of Funds. Other provisions allocate funds previously appro- 
priated to Judicial Dep't (Ch. 859, SL 1981) as follows: (1) to AOC, sufficient 
moneys to fund positions created by committee substitute #2; (2) to AOC $15,000 
for 1981-83 biennium for deaf interpreters if H 427 is enacted; (3) to the 
District Attorney of District 15B, $12,000 for 1981-83 for the Dispute Settlement 
Center; (4) $98,510 to AOC for 1981-83 to increase salaries of clerks of superior 
court for counties with populations under $10,000 from $15,024 to $19,056; (5) 
to Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety (Crime Control) $300,000 for 1981-83 
for deferred prosecution, restitution, and volunteer programs; (6) to Criminal 
Code Comm'n, $20,000 for 1981-82; (7) to AOC, $500,000 for 1981-82 for court 
equipment and supplies. 

Superior Court Judges' Educational Expenses. Effective Jan. 1, 1981, 
GS 7A-44 is amended to delete "education" expenses from expenses of superior 
court judges which must be covered by $5,500 annual subsistence allowance. 

Crime Control Amendments. Amends GS 122-98 (as amended by Ch. 491, 
SL 1981) to make the territorial jurisdiction of special Butner police extend 
to any property formerly a part of the original Camp Butner reservation 
including areas specified in committee substitute, and to provide for service 
of process on inmates by special police, the sheriff of the county where process 
originated splitting the uniform fee with Crime Control. Amends GS 20-125(b) to 
require vehicles owned by Crime Control to have warning devices (lights, sirens, 
etc.).
